The Kit 

This is of course a re-issue of the 1 980 
version of the Lancaster and this time it 
features the BBMF machine (PA474) jtj 
its 1995 'Johnny Walker' colour 
scheme plus its original markings and 
those of PM*M (ED898) and HW*A 
(ND458). 

Construction 

As with all Airfix kits construction is 
relatively easy and there are not a large 
number of parts (97) considering this is 
a four-engine bomber. The cockpit 
interior is rudimentary with a section of 
floor on which the pilot's scat and 
control column are fitted and an 
instrument panel with decal instrument 
dials. The turrets are all pretty thick in 
tile clear plastic department and the 
only good tiling about the interior of 
this model is the bomb-bay which 
comes complete wilh 5001b GP bombs 
and a 4,0001b HC. Don't fit any of the 
ordnance if you are depicting the 
BBMF machine as this would scare the 
airshow crowds a bit! 



The H2S radome (65) is only 
applicable to HW*A and the fit of the 
bomb doors is a little dodgy towards the 
front. I hate the siliy bulged inserts for 
the canopy (Pt No's 52 & 60) as they 
can all too easily spoil your model if not 
positioned correctly and without 
encountering any problems. The 
propeller and engine units were now 
made up and I left the main wheels off 
until after painting. 

The final stage of assembly is to 
secure all the major sub-assemblies; 
wings, fuselage, tail and engines etc. 
Once this is done filler was required on 
each engine nacelle, around the tail and 
on the upper and lower fuselage seams. 

Accuracy 

This 'new" Airfix Lancaster is a lot 
better than the older version and it is 
considered to be the most accurate 
about. However those propeller blades 
look just too thin to me and the 
laiiwhccl is just asking to get snapped 
off! 

Colour Options 

As I said there are torn opiions on this 
sheet and they are all in die standard 
RAF bomber scheme of Dark Green 
and Dark Earth over Night (black). The 
1995 BBMF scheme is a little brighter 
as the upright section of the vertical end 
plates are white and this is the option I 
went for. 



1 applied Xtracolor Dark Green (XI ) 
and Dark Earth (X2) over Gloss Black 
from the Halfords range of acrylic 
sprays. The canopies and turrets were 
all masked with Paralilm M and their 
size and complex framework made this 
a long task. The tail plates were sprayed 
white (Revell 4) last of all and the tips 
of each propeller were marked yellow 
(Revell 310) Detail colours include 
Gmimetal (X506) for the guns and Oily 
steel (X503) for the wheel hubs. The 
tyres were painted tyre Black (X505). 

Decals 

These arc the thick, matt versions we 
find in most Airfix kits of late. I knew 
from the start that no matter how shiny 
the mode! was some of the decals were 
going to silver. For that reason I omitted 
many of the smaller stencils and trestle 
marks I could not stand the thought of 
all the carrier film! 

You will have to trim as much of the 
excess carrier film off each image 
before use as possible because the film 
is opaque and it will be highly visible 
once on the model. 1 used Micro Set 



solution in a vain attempt to get each 
image to settle and then loads of very 
powerful AERO Sol solution. This was 
to try and pull tile images onto the 
model and reduce silvering... [ failed 
though as the fuselage codes and nose 
art all silvered beautifully. 

Decal Rating- 4/10 

Conclusion 

This has always been a good kit and 
with the old Matchbox one no longer 
about it is the only show in town. That 
said this kit is now retailing for a 
staggering £17.00 and that's not on as 
far as 1 am concerned. 

Any skill level will be able to cope 
with the kit. but few novice and young 
modellers would consider it a 'pocket 
money' kit. 

Recommendation 

Sixteen years down the line this kit is 
good, but the limiled interior and heavy 
glazings coupled wilh the big price 
make it a kit 1 would only recommend 
for one reason, you have no other 
choice !

The Kit 

This kit is a repackage of the Italeri kit 
and really doesn't need an introduction. 




Even though this model is intact the 
old Italeri kit it is well worth building. 
The kit is moulded in dark green plastic 
which is not to my taste as it goes 
lighter on the areas where you use 
liquid poly glues resulting in a tatty 
looking model until you get a coat of 
paint on. However that is just a personal 
gripe, so don't take any notice! 

All the bits and hobs are included on 
the sprues to make just about any 
variant of the Junker Ju 52 and as I am 
not a great fan of the standard German 
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war camouflage schemes on this 
aircraft and even less of a fan of Revells 
decal sheets 1 thought I would play 
about with this kit and make it into a 
pre-war trausport/paratroop ship which 
still carried a Lufthansa culour scheme 
hut with military markings, so that's 
what I did. 

Construction 

As this is an old familiar kit to most of 
you I won't, go into too much detail on 
its construction. Hie interior detail is 
quite good and lends itself to being 
super detailed if you intend to open up 
all the hatches. The fuselage goes 
together in four parts; two side halves, a 
bottom plate in the rear of the fuselage 
and a separate upper decking. 

The wing joints to the fuselage are a 
bit loose and can pose a big problem as 
they need to be filled but how do you 
till and sand a corrugated surface? In 
the end 1 used strips of plasttcard and 
carefully cut it down with a scalpel. The 
leading edges of the wings also required 
a fair amount of filler. 

All the control surfaces including the 
elevators and rudder are separate from 
the main planes' and as their fit is very 
good they can be modelled in positions 
other than neutral. The engine detail is

The Kit 

This is actually the second or third time 
that this kit has been released. I have 
listed the manufacturer as Modelist as I 



good though the fit of the cowlings and 
exhaust pipes left a lot to be desired. 
They did all fit after a lot of trimming 
and adjusting. To make a pre-war 
Luftwaffe Ju 52 you will need to add 
wheelspats to the standard aircraft and 
as I said earlier these parts arc on the 
sprues so it couldn't be easier really. 

Painting 

After a little research I found a fairly 
standard pre-war scheme. Only two of 
the side windows on each side of the 
fuselage were retained, the rest were 
painted uut including the door window. 
These four windows were masked out 
with masking fluid and the canopy with 
Parafilm M. Everything was sprayed 
with good old Halford's primer before I 
uncharacteristically brush painted the 
silver grey (a mix of Tamiya Flat 
Aluminium and Tamiya Gloss black 8 
to 2 parts) main colour. The reason for 
this is it is very hard to gel an even coat 
of paint with an airbrush on a 
corrugated surface and in the end you 
really couldn't tell the differnce. 

Next 1 hand painted the red band on 
the tail for the Hakenkreuz and masked 
up the silver areas so I could spray the 
undersides and cowlings with Holts 
Matt Black.

The delicacy of the topic 
is not helped however by the mouldings 
and in places there is a lot of flash and 
some badly formed parts. The canopy is 
a bit thick and it looks a bit scratched 
due to the quality of the plastic used. 

The interior of" this kit is a real gem 
though and the small size parts in this 
area arc beautifully done. Those of you 
with large hands or the shakes should 
steer clear of this model as the interior 
will drive you to distraction, A 
bulkhead, seat, central floor section 
complete with rudder pedals and the 
control column and the instrument 
panel all fit neatly inside the fuselage 
halves and it is only a shame that the 
canopy cannot be opened. 

The fit of the wings to the fuselage is 
not good with noticeable steps either on 
top or underneath, Throughout the 
instructions you will find parts which 
are only applicable to certain variants 
being flagged up. Make your decision 
early about which option you are 
making and make sure you don't tit bits 
which are not appropriate. The fit of the 
tailplane unit is very bad and you will 
require a lot of filler all around it. 

I wanted to make the type fitted with 
skis and although it does not say it this 
is option 1 on the instructions.

Accuracy 

Going by the information in the 'WW2 
Aircraft Fact Files; Soviet Air Force 
Fighters Part 1' The kit is almost bang 
on scale with the span at 21' 6" against

Colour Options 

I have said diat there are three colour 
options in this kit however in fact there 
are at least five listed on the 
instructions. These instructions, 
although having some text in English, 
are very confusing and that is why I 
opted for the first option (ail right I also 
liked those skis!), 

The upper surface of my option is 
listed as Light and Dark Green with 
Light Blue underneath. 1 used 
AeroMaster Russian Topside Green 
(9073) and RLM 82 (9030) on top with 
Russian Light Blue (9074) underneath. 
The interior of the Bl-1 was light grey 
so I used the old faithful Hal fords 
acrylic primer. 

Decals 

The kit decals did not bode well once 
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1 saw them and I must say that this is 
the area in which every kit from the 
old Eastern Bloc countries is let 
down. The decals themselves look 
alrighl on the backing sheet but the 
carrier film is overall and you have to 
cut each image out. I decided 
therefore just to use the kit tail 
number and I found this went on very 
well. The fuseiage and wing stars 
came from a SuperScale sheet and 
that's about all there is to apply. 

I used Micro Set and AERO Sol 
solutions in small amounts on this 
model and they worked well. 

Decal Rating- 5/10 



Conclusion 

It takes a lot of concentration to make 
this model up and there are a lot of 
problems to overcome. The fit is average 



to pour and the instructions and decals 
next to useless. However its a neat kit 
and it is the only one you are ever likely 
to see of this obscure Russian Me 1 63. 




Recommendation 

This is a very basic kit which is only 
let down by the obvious limitations of 
the manufacturers equipment. I love 
the type and it makes a very good 
talking point as most people have 
never even heard of this Russian type, 
let alone seen it. 

Its not a kit for the novice and for this 
reason I can recommend it to the 
intermediate and expert, just as long as 
you have good vision and steady hands!

The Kit 

This is an all new kit of this lovely little 
float plane from the drawing board of 
Jack Northrop. I have always had a bit 
of a liking for the type so when I saw 
that MPM were adding it to the ever 
increasing range of limited-run 
injection moulded kits, it was mine! 

One point to note with MPM kits is 
that they are limited-run and they will 
therefore soon become unavailable, so 
if you want any example act sooner 
rather than later. 

Construction 

As with all limited-run kits the sprues 
and runners are far heavier than in 
normal injected kits. Your first couple 
of hours work therefore is taken up with 
carefully removing each part from the 



sprues with either cutlers or a saw and 
then tidying them up. The wings are 
best treated almost like vac-furrned 
versions. Add tape loops to them and 
then sand them Hat to achieve a fine 
trailing edge. 

Leave the interior parts roughly cut 
lo shape, don't sand them initially as it 
is easier to cut them to fit than lo have 
to add a hit more on! Why make life 
difficult for yourself. The interiur 
consists of a floor, central bulkheads, 
pilot's scat and rear firing machine gun. 
The instrument panel can be detailed 
with the addition of the acetate film and 
etched brass detail parts if you require 
and to ease assembly here I would 
recommend that you use gloss varnish 
to attach the etched brass to the acetate, 
as it will hold and it also acts as glazing, 
saving time and hassle once more. 

Make the floats up, less the rudders 
(L2 & L3). and once all the wings are in 
position, attach them and do some 
alignment checks fu ensure everything 
is in the correct orientation. You will 
need to make up the engine cowl and 
then ensure the engine will fit. Once 
this is done cement the cowl halves 
together and leave the engine out for 
now. The top air intake (26) is miles too 



high, so sand the bottom edge down 
quite considerably. I only noticed this 
failing once my model was complete, 
so learn at my expense! All the other 
detail parts and canopy were left off 
until after painting and decailing. 

Once die decals etc were in place the 
canopy was installed and the engine 
cowl and engine were cemented in 
position. The propeller is left off until 
last and all the smaller parts such as the 
wing machine guns and pilot tube arc 
also left until the very end so as to reduce 
the likelihood of breaking them off. 

Accuracy 

Going by the dimensions listed on the 
kits instructions the model is very 
accurate. The span is about 49' where as 
the real thing was 48 ' II " and "the length 
less the float tips is 36' which is correct. 

The overall 'look' of the completed 
model is good and the only thing I 
found difficult was filling the canopy 
and getting the open secliun to fit 
convincingly. 

Colour Options 

<None>There are two options in this kit 
and both are in standard RAF scheme of 
Dark" Green and Slale Grey over Sky. 
Now the instructions say Dark Sea Grey 
and Dark Slate Grey over Sky but going 
by the box art and photographs I would 
say green and grey is more likely (No 
letters please-Ed). 

My model was therefore painted 
AeroMaster Sky <9 1 14> underneath 



with Xtracolour Dark Green (XI) and 
Humbrol Slale Grey (27) on top. Tile 
propeller is matt black (Revell 8) with 
yellow (Revell 310) tips and the engine 
is Oily Steel (X503). The exhaust pipes, 
guns and sight are all Gunmctal (X506) 
and the cockpit interior is Interior 
Green (Humbrol 151). 

Once painted the model was given an 
overall coat of Revell gloss varnish. 

Decals 

These are produced by Propagteam and 
they are very fine. Each image is best 
released from the backing paper and slid 
directly into position. I used Aero Set 
solution lo settle the image, then AERO 
Sol to draw it down onto the model. 
There was no adverse reactions from the 
decals to these solvents and they all went 
on very well, with little or no silvering. 
Decal Rating- 9/10 

Conclusion 

This is another line product from MPM 
but one which by ils very nature is only 
aimed at the more experienced 
modeller. If you have built limited run 
kits before then this one will be no 
trouble, if not try something easier first. 

Recommendation 

Recommended to all intermediate and 
experienced modellers.

The Kit 

This kit was right up my street as most 
of you would have already guessed. The 
Focke Wulf Flitzer II is one of two new 
'what-if?' releases from Toad Resins 
and represents an aircraft that not only 
never existed but was barely drafted into 
concept so it is unclear how much is the 
actual design and how- much is from the 
strange mind of Mr Long. 

The resin parts are not guile up to the 
usual standard that we have seen from 
Toad but this is due to Peter Long 
producing these parts himself instead of 
the casting being farmed out. With a 
little extra cleaning up, filling and 
sanding the usual good pans can be 
found underneath. The canopy is vac- 
formed and is a good clear moulding, 
though the demarcation of canopy and 
'spare' plastic is a little unclear. 

The white metal is very well detailed 
though a fair amount of cleaning up is 
needed in places. There are no decals 
wilh this kit because it is a little 
pointless as the aircraft never existed. So 
you will have to resort to the spares box. 

Construction 

My first impression of this kit was 1 
admit one of horror and a Utile time was 
needed to sort out what was what in the 
resin department. But as 1 said earlier 
after a bit of scrapping a bil of filler and 
some more scrapping the layout of the 
airframe became apparent and we were 
off! The first job is a little tricky, ihe 
fuselage is made up of two resin 
sec lions. The from section contains the 
cockpit and the rear is the engine 
compartment. "Die joint of the I wo 
sections is at the air intake which goes 



the entire circumference of the fuselage 
and this is the problem. These two parts 
are only connected by two short struts 
which connect to the proud step of the 
intake cowls. This was clearly not going 
to be strong enough. So I decided to add 
an internal spine in ihe form of 5mm 
aluminium lube but be warned make 
sure thai you get the holes drilled 
exactly in line with each other 
otherwise; well, problems!! 

The wings are not a wonderful fit and 
the best way I found was to dry fit them 
with 'Blu Tak" to get the dihedral correct 
with the aid of the draw-ing supplied and 
to work out the wings positions on the 
fuselage with a pencil. 1 then glued each 
wing on using five minute epoxy and 
then filled any gaps with Milliput. This 
combination makes a very strong joint 
and if you follow the instruction as 
closely as 1 did and go out for a beer and 
% curry ami return to the modelling 
bench the following morning (OK it 
wasn't a curry, it was a Chinese wasn't it 
Mr Franks)! Yes-Ed) then everylhing has 
set hard and its lime for the wet and dry. 

The twin tail booms, along with the 
tail plane all need to be drilled out and 
pinned with brass rod. These parts all lit 
together very well if, again, care is taken 
with marking out ihe drilling points then 
no problems will be encountered. 

The while meial cockpit parts all fit 
very well with good detail and these 
were painted RI.M 66 Grey, The nose 
cap is a metal casling and this along 
with the cockpit components ensures 
ihat the aircraft will sit properly on its 
nose wheel- lovely! 

Before painting 1 decided to pre-drill 
the holes to take the undercarriage and 
hit a problem w ith ihe wing mounted 
main oleos. I thought that the 
appropriate area to drill would be into 
part of the tail booms. Mot so, I drilled 
straighl through the thin surface of the 
wing into my finger! Ouch! 1 . Only one 
thing for it, glue the oleo legs in place 
with the fixing pins sticking through the 



wings and cut them flush. 

With the canopy cut to size, glued and 
masked off with ParaFilm M it was lime 
to think up some enra^y colour scheme. 

Painting 

Before anything the whole airframe was 
sprayed with Holts grey primer and left 
to dry. Meanwhile I assembled the 
contra-rotating propellers. The blades 
need to be cut down considerably to 
ensure that ihey wouldn't chop ihe tail 
booms off. This 1 found out after 
putting all the blades in place! The 
instructions tell you to ensure that you 
have one set of blades pitched in ihe 
opposite direction to die other set but 
not to adjust the length of the propeller 
blades. Be warned. 

Anyway back to painting. Well we of 
the 1946 Luftwaffe bent now think that 
il is likely thai if WWII had gone on for 
another year lhat, natural metal finishes 
would have been employed in a lot of 
areas mainly due to the lack of paint! So 
an all over coat of good old Nissan 
Silver was applied. Over this 1 motlied 
RLM 82 Brun Violet and RLM 99 
Green undercoat. Okay, what else could 
1 do, I know another black underside, t 
airbrushed the underside Tamiya acrylic 
matl black leaving a wavy demarcation 
line along the fuselage and tail booms, 
job done. 

Decals 

Time to really spam it up! First of all 
blue and white defence of the Reich 
bands on bolh of the tail booms. I 
robbed ihe defence bands from the 
Monogram 1/48th scale Messerschmitt 
Bf 109 G-10 kit. Various Balkan Kreuzs 
and swastikas came from the scrape 
box. The red arrows, shields and white 
five numbers came from Ihe Dragon 
Salamander kit and that is basically it 

Finishing off 

A nice little touch are the white metal 
wheels which have weighted lyres and 



really do give the model that little 
something to provide you with belief in 
the aircraft actually existing. Toad 
Resin do not provide you with 
undercarriage doors but do provide you 
wilh scale drawings in the instruction 
sheet from which you can cut your own 
undercarriage doors from plasticard. I 
am told ihat the reason for this is an 
attempt to keep the kit price down . 

I sprayed the contra-rotating 
propel lers and spinner assembly black 
and after checking again that there was 
enough clearance between the prop 
blades and the tail booms (Although 
many modellers at our local club 
noticed they were still not short 
enough! -Ed) I Superglued il in place. 
With that I gave the whole model a 
good coat of Satin vamish. Result: one 
sexy 'what iff model. 

Conclusion 

Don't be put off by the sight which 
presents itself to you as you open the 
box because ihis does build up into a 
lovely model once you have sorted out 
the resin mouldings. It does look like it 
could have existed and the best thing 
about a model kit like this is you play 
about with it, adjust bits, change bits to 
your liking and paint in accordance 
with whatever you fancy. 

I must admit that 1 enjoyed the 
instruction sheets in the kit. Peter 
Long's sense or humour and fun is 
very entertaining. And anyone who 
recommends beer and curry in 
between drying times is definitely my 
kind of chap. 

Recommendation 

This is a model for the experienced 
modeller and requires some thinking 
about in the conslruction but il is also a 
fun kit. 

1 can recommend this kit to all 
experienced modellers who like to let 
Iheir imagination run wild.

The Kit 

Bang! There it is. a I /48th scale Cluster 
Meteor T.7 presented in its corrugated 
cardboard box which has, for me. 
become an icon of quality kits for the 
more advanced modeller. I remember 
that my Koster Domier 217 came in 
rather the same sort of box. and you can 
remember the oohs and aahs I made 
over that! 

It is die truest of mixed media kits 
because [here is apart from etched 
brass, every other media used in kits 
today; vac form, white metal, resin and 
injected plastic parts go to make up the 
model. 

Construction 

The instructions are very 
comprehensive and provide you with 
two sets of exploded drawings and 
written descriptions of construction 
which are very helpful. 

The vac form parts were cut out of 
their mouldings and the laborious 
sanding down process (or the lir.st of 
them anyway!). This was made 
infinitely less laborious by the 
discovery of the Tee-Al system which is 
produced by Aeroclub. purely by 
coincidence of course. On first 
impressions the Tee-Al system is a bag 
of three different size T sectioned 
Aluminium and some sticky pads. Once 
sandpaper has been stuck to one 
Aluminium T" bar and the awkward 



vac form pan has been stuck to another 
T' bar via a sticky pad. rubbing down 
the vac-form parts has never been so 
easy. I have also used the Tee-Al system 
for resin and injected kits and it makes 
some of those insanely difficult jobs 
much less maddening. 

The wings are the most complex area 
of vac form construction as the engine 
nacelle tail pipes are of vac 
construction, A white metal disc 
representing the rear outlet of the jet 
engine is glued in place before the pipe 
halves are joined. The whole pipe then 
slots easily into a circular disc which 
takes two white metal engine detail 
parts. It is advisable to take your time 
over getting all parts cut and sanded to 
the correct size and the instructions 
advise that you treat each nacelle as a 
separate item. As for the two wing 
halves (upper and lower half sections) 
the leading edges are easy to sort out 
though Aeroclub did point out not to 
take too much off the leading edge of 
the internal portion of the nacelles as 
the outer wing panels are slightly 'Gull 
winged", so watch out for that one. 

Another bit of advice Aeroclub had 
for dealing with the trailing edges was 
to use a glazers window scraper. Attack 
the trailing edges witli that and within a 
few minutes a line edge is achieved. 

The cockpit is in the form of an 
injection moulded plastic tub with 
white metal instrument panels and 
seats. The nose wheel leg and its 
mounting frame are built into the front 
bulkhead making a complete nose 
interior sub assembly. The instructions 
advise that the cockpit tub should be 
mounted in one side of the fuselage and 
then join the two halves together, I 
thought it would suit me better to join 
the fuselage minus the cockpit rub so to 
get a more accurate alignment and then 
slide the cockpit tub in from the wing 
saddle area with the nose gear dropping 



into place down through the nose gear 
hatch. This proved very successful. 

If you trim the wing areas properly 
you can get a perfect lor as perfect as 1 
could get it being a recent vac form 
convert!) fit and 1 used relatively little 
filler on the joints. By also fitting the 
fuselage ventral tank you can avoid 
filler and sanding on the majority of the 
forward wing joint. 

The lailplanes are injection moulded 
plastic (Hoorah! I hate vac form tail 
planes!) and need very little cleaning 
up. They tit nicely into your pre-drilled 
and cut out tin. 

The nacelle faints are cast resin and 
with a few minor adjustments (o the 
leading edges fit in place with a little 
Milliput to till any gaps. 

The undercarriage is all white metal 
and is very sturdy but it does need a 
little effort to clean up and the wheel 
yokes I found needed opening up ;i I i tile 
to accept the wheels. It was almost time 
in ihiuk alviLii vnnt paint 

Once painting and declling is 
completed the detail pans can be 
added The only way to ensure the white 
metal undercarriage parts slay where 
they should is to glue them with five 
minute epoxy along with the 
undercarriage doors. The airbrakes 
went on with a dab of Superglue and the 
canopy was put in place with PVA 
adhesive. It was also lacked with a 
couple of spots of Superglue to hold the 
canopy in place while the PVA set. 

Painting 

As of late I have been getting rather 
lazy with painting. With one colour 
larger model aircraft why mess about 
with an airbrush when a can of 
Halford's acrylic car paint will do the 
job nicely? I had opted . or rather the 
editor had opted for me to make the 
Royal Navy T-7 variant which is simply 
black with black interior. Weil I'm all 
for keeping things simple. So once the 
wheel wells had been painted silver and 
masked off the whole airframe was 
primed with Halford's grey primer and 



about an hour later when it was dry I 
sprayed the whole airframe, cockpit and 
all. with Holt's malt black. The 
undercarriage legs were primed and 
then sprayed wilh Holt's Nissan Silver, 
and as everything was left to dry my 
attention turned to the canopy. 

Once cut out and sanded I masked 
the canopy with one |iiece of Paraiilm 
M. trimmed to fit, J was not sure 
wether the Holt's black would take 
without primer and as the interior 
framing was black I airbmshed the 
canopy with Tamiya black first. Then 
to get a good match I sprayed it with 
the Holt's black. 

Decals 

Anoiber nice sheet of decals from the 
drawing board of Tim Perry 1 think. 

Two options are provided; the alt 
black Royal Navy variant stationed at 
Hal For in Malta and the Silver and 
yellow T-7 CFS of the rather 
unfortunate Vintage Pair. 

All of the decals need hit of 
trimming before application, but they 
settle down nicely with the application 
of decal solution. 

Decal Rating 9/10 

Conclusion 

Not a kit to be rushed and I thought it 
prudent to take my lime over it. It is a 
superb kit and another one that is a 
good one to begin vac form modelling 
wiih. As I said with the Koster Domier 
217. if I can build it, then anyone can!! 
This is a very good kit of a very 
important aircraft which has been 
missing for too long in l/48th. 

Recommendation 

Buy it! Build it! I can thoroughly 
recommend this kit lo all experienced 
modellers and to those of you who are 
looking to start vac form modelling. 
Judging by the amounts of you I have 
seen buying ihis kit. I don't really need 
to tell you this. [ had fun. I loved it.

The Kit 

Representing the RAF operated 
Coastal Command Flying Fortress, litis 
kit basically models die B-17E version 
of this famous American bomber, it is 
one of several B-17 Flying Fortress kits 
that Academy Minicrafl have recently 
released, and it shares a number of 
common sprues with these other kits in 
addition to having various parts unique 
to the B-17H and its related models. 
There are also several parts included in 
the kit that are only applicable to other 
Flying Fortress versions and are not 
needed to build the Coastal Command 
B-17. The kit basically comprises five 
grey plastic sprues, plus diree clear 
plastic sprues. The standard of 
moulding throughout is excellent, with 
clean mouldings featuring neatly 
engraved panel lines. An interesting 
omission to the engraving is the outline 
to the rear fuselage crew access door on 
the right hand side, but overall the 
engraving is a beautiful job that some 
other manufacturers would do well to 
take note of. 

Construction 

The overall construction of [he model 
is generally conventional and 
straightforward, although the kit's 
insiruction sheet could be a little more 
clear, especially as it includes rather 
small and crowded construction 
sequence drawings. 

Work begins in the cockpit area and 
nose, and here a reasonable level of 
basic detail is incorporated. The kit's 
decal sheet includes a rather stark black 
and white decal for the instrument 
panel and throttle controls, together 
with seatbelts/stencils to go on the 
seats. The kit's instructions 
recommend the use of 'Chromate 



Green' paint throughout the model's 
interior. My eo-revicwer and I would 
love to know what they mean by this 
term - we have not yet come across an 
official tor indeed unofficial 1 colour 
known as " Chroma! e Green*, 
presumably Academy Minicrafl mean 
'Zinc Chromate' (an officially 
recognised entity > tinted with green, or 
J later 'interior green' shade. As we are 
building here a comparatively early 
Flying Fortress if is probable that 
Boeing at that time of the production of 
these particular machines was using 
Zinc Chromate primer (possibly tinted 
with a brownish-yellow material) as an 
interior colour, in addition to various 
aluminium and mid-grey finished areas 
within the aircraft. If you want to 
replicate 'Zinc Chromate' use Humbrol 
No. 81 Matt Pale Yellow painl. made a 
little less brighl by mixing in a litde 
brown or green - unless one of our 
American readers with in-depth 
familiarity of Boeing's production 
procedures at thai time could give a 
more detailed answer for these 
parti culat aircraft. 

Construction continues with a bomb 
bay interior, and the various gun turrets 
that need lo be mounted into the 
fuselage when the two halves are 
joined together, ll is necessary to cut 
out the watsl window in the right hand 
fuselage side, a depression being 
moulded within the right hand fuselage 
side to facilitate Ihis. Some slight 
warping of the fuselage sides was 
noticeable, necessitating the fuselage 
sides being rigidly held together 
particularly at the wing root area while 
the adhesive dried. 

An interesting omission on this 
model is the lack of an astrodome 
ahead of lite aircraft's windscreen. The 
particular Flying Fortress covered by 
this kit actually featured an astrodome, 
so to fit one it is necessary to drill a 
hole roughly hair way between the 
windscreen and the fuselage front 
edge, and fit the spare astrodome 
included on the kit's mouldings [Pan 
No. L-45). ft also appears that the four 
rectangular windows moulded in the 
upper area of the nose ahead of the 



windscreen were not present on this 
particular aircraft, and so they were 
111 led in on the model photographed 
with this review. 

Construction of the wings and 
lailplane parts is straightforward. If 
you are a modeller who prefers to 
build most of the model he lore the 
major part of the overall paint job is 
commenced, and this usually means 
tilling the undercarriage to the model 
during construction rather than after, 
then you will have no major problems 
with the kits main undercarriage - 
which is intended by Academy 
Minicrafl lo be built into the lower 
wing piece on each side during 
construction before the top halves of 
the wings tire cemented to the lower. 
If. however, you prefer to leave tiff 
the undercarriage until after painting 
had been accomplished then you will 
have a problem, as it is difficult to 
install the main undercarriage 
components into their forward 
locating points within the engine 
nacelle mouldings after the wings 
have been cemented together. Either 
way. the whole main undercarriage 
construction does not seem to be 
terribly strong, and it would perhaps 
have been better to have had the 
forward attachment within the upper 
cowling moulding rather than the 
lower, which would have probably 
gi\eu a stronger assembly. 

The rear end of the fuselage is a 
separate assembly, which allows 
Academy Minicraft lo provide a 
different end to kits representing later 
versions of the Flying Fortress. Formed 
in clear plastic, ihe rear fuselage and 
turret look quite good when carefully 
painted, except thai the resulting 
vertical joint between the two halves 



leaves a joint line right down the centre 
of the rear turret's rear wards facing 
windows. 

Colour Options and 
Painting 

The kit's comparatively smalt decal 
sheet contains one option only. This is 
for a well-known Coastal Command 
Flying Fortress, serial number FL459, 
aircraft letter J'. The aircraft was 
white underneath, with upper surfaces 
in green and grey although there seems 
to be some controversy as to the exact 
shades, particularly as the aircraft was 
probably painted in (he United States, 
prior to delivery, from US paint stocks. 
The review model was pain led with 
AeroMaster paints. Dark Green and 
Medium Sea Grey as these appeared to 
be a reasonably good match, it is 
possible that the undersides of the 
fuselage, wings and tailplanes will 
have been a weathered glossy white, 
with the fuselage sides and vertical tail 
in matt white. 

Decals 

These are quite well printed, and arc 
sufficiently thin to follow contours 
where necessary without much 
difficulty. They applied well over the 
AeroMaster colours previously 
mentioned, and the model looks very 
convincing when given a coat of 
AeroMaster mat! varnish over the 
relevant parts or the uppersurfaces, 
with the undersides left comparatively 
shiny and suitably weathered, 
following the application of the 
transfers. 

Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion 

This is a very neat, new kit. that s 
produced lo Ihe high standards for 
which Academy Minicrafl have 
become well known. Unfortunately, 
there is one final poini to raise, which 
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has been left until [his point because it 
does not really reflect on the quality of 
the kit itself, but rattier refers to the 
research relevant to the particular 
colour scheme included in the kit. 
Anyone who is familiar with the 
specific aircraft as included on the 
kit's decal sheet (and it is one of the 
better-known Coastal Command 
aircraft) will probably be aware that 
during its service in these colours, the 
aircraft carried a full set of ASV 
aerials - under the wings, and 



protruding from the aircraft's extreme 
nose. These aerials are not included in 
the kit (although the box art shows the 
nose aerials in place). Having looked 
into the history of this particular 
aircraft in the RAF Museum's 
archives, it seems that it was fitted 
with the ASV aerials not long after 
arrival in this country, and it was 
certainly fitted with them while 
wearing the letter 'J' as on the kit's 
decals. A very well known photograph 
of this aircraft, in this configuration 



and in these colours, has been 
published in many books, probably 
the most easily accessible of these at 
presen! being in Chris Ashworth's 
book "RAF Coastal Command 1 936- 
1945". In order to fit these aerials to 
the model it is necessary to scratch 
build them, or to obtain the set of ASV 
aerials produced by Aeroclub Models 
(set No. V080), or the more recent set 
by Paragon Designs (set No. 7240) in 
each case, the aerials need some 
alteration before resembling those 



carried by this particular aircraft. 

It is unfortunate that one has to bring 
up this point, especially as the kit itself 
is a very nice and capable effort at 
creating a worth while and accurate 
Flying Fortress model. As a good kit of 
the basic B-I7E type Flying Fortress it 
is very much better than most of the 
opposition from other kit 
manufacturers.

The Kits 

As both of these models are basically 
identical I will deal with them in one 
review. 

Each model from this new Czech 
company features resin main parts with 
a vac-formed canopy. Decals are 
included and are produced by 
Propagteam and She kits come in boxes 
with neat black & white box art. 

Construction 

If you have made resin kits before you 
will be used to the large casting blocks 
attached to the major parts and wafers 
of resin surrounding the smaller pieces. 
Well here you don't get that, the main 
parts are pre-preparcd with no big 
lumps to saw off. The smaller parts do 
come in a wafer of resin, but they don't 
seem to suffer from the undefined edges 
which other manufacturers parts do. 

Construcrion of" the kits is very similar 
as the Me PI 1 10/1 and II were research 
aircraft to determine the optimum 



position of air intakes etc for jet aircraft 
design. The Me P.l 110/1 features the 
intakes on each fuselage side just aft of 
i the cockpit, while the II has a 'ring* 
intake which goes around the entire rear 
fuselage about mid-chord of the wings. 

Having spent an hour cleaning up all 
the resin parts, assembly can be 
achieved in next to no time. The small 
number of parts does mean that the 
assembly sequence seems far easier and 
as the detail parts such as the interior 
and undercarriage are left off until after 
painting ail you arc really sticking 
together is a maximum of twelve parts! 

The only drawback with the solid 
resin fuselage is that there is nowhere to 
add nose weights. It is true to say there 
is a small hole near the nose, but not 
enough I fear. 1 would therefore advise 
you to cut out some larger holes in the 
forward fuselage sections and fill them 
full of fishing weights. 

1 must admit that 1 got too sure of 
myself in the main construction and 
fitted the undercarriage bay insert in the 
wrong way around. Now 1 did not do it 
once but twice and it was not until 1 
came to fit the undercarriage lhat 1 
noticed.... idiot! 

As 1 said all the smaller parts are left 
off until painting and decalling is 
completed, but once that is done all the 
cockpit interior and undercarriage can be 
fitted. In my example 1 opted to have the 



canopies open and decided that the 
framing meant that the centre portion 
hinged to starboard. Having cm the vac- 
formed canopy out 1 divided it up into 
three sections and then secured it to the 
model. A little tiller and some re-spraying 
was required, but the finished effect was 
far better than if I had left it closed. 

Accuracy 

Going by the information in 'German 
Jet Genesis" by David Masters, the 1 
had a span of 27' I " and the IS one of 
21' 10.5". The length of each was 33' 
1 1.5" for the I and 27' 10.5" for die II. 
Now here is the problem, both of these 
model versions are identical with a span 
of about 27' 10" and a length of 34' 6", 
If you go by the information in my 
source neither of these kits accurately 
depict the type and that is a shame. 

Colour Options 

All colour schemes for these types are 
totally spurious as the airframes never 
existed. The P. 1 1 1 0/1 design was 
submitted as an emergency lighter in 
1944, but was rejected and although the 
aircraft were designed to carry 
armament their main design purpose 
was one of research. 

The colour schemes depicted in the 
kit are RLM 81/82 on top and RLM 76 
underneath for the 1 and duraluminium 
overall with the extreme upper decking 



and butterfly tail of the II in RLM 02. 
My initial reaction to these schemes 
was.... boring! So I applied Nissan 
Silver to the entire II and the under 
surface of the I and then a splinter 
pattern of RLM 82 and 83 to the upper 
surface of the I and the extreme upper 
decking and tipper wing panels of the II 
in RLM 81 A. All my colours with the 
exception of the Nissan Silver which 
came from the Halford's range, were 
from Aeromastcr. The colours used 
were RLM 8IA (9029), RLM 82 
(9030) and RLM 83 (9031). The 
fuselage bands on the II were white 
(Revell 4) and RLM 23 (9004) and the 
nose of the I was RLM 23 (9005). 
Interior colours were RLM 66 (9022) 
for the cockpit and RLM 02 (9020) for 
the wheel wells. 

Decals 

As I said these are produced by 
Propagteam and they are shiny with 
little carrier film visible. I moved each 
image straight off its backing sheet 
onto the model and used a little AERO 
Set solution to help the image settle 
down and then an overall application of 
Micro Sol to draw them down onto the 
models surface. 

Decal Rating- 9/10 

Conclusion 

These kits are fun. They will not appeal 
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to 'real' aircraft modellers as they never 
really existed. The 'Luftwaffe 46' and 
'What If modellers out there however 
will enjoy them and my only critisism 
of a £23 kit is the fact that they do not 



seem to be accurate (well as accurate as 
you can be with a project!). 

By the way. is it my imagination or. 
if you move the intakes to the wing 
leading edge of the P. 1 1 10/1 doesn't it 



look like a SAAB Lansen? 

Recommendation 

If you like the subject matter and you 
have experience with resin then you 



will enjoy either of these kits.

The Kits 

This is another all new resin kit "of a 
Luftwaffe "What if which features 
decals by Propagteam. The He 
P.1079A was a two-seat night fighter 
design which utilised either two HeS 
Oil A or Junto 004B engines. The 
P. 1079 design concept came in five 
different layouts and 1 would not be 
surprised to find that the He P.I079B 
is not long in coming from this 
company, 

Construction 

There is very little cleaning up to do with 
the resin parts in this kit and the main 
components only total nine pieces. The 
cockpit interior is quite well detailed 
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with instrument panel, seats, control 
column and rear radio equipment. The 
side consoles and floor are already 
moulded in the solid fuselage. 

The drop tank racks for the wings are 
fitted hut the sway braces are far too big 
and should be dispensed with. The 
cockpit canopy, drop tanks and 
undercarriage are left off until after 
painting was completed. Once this and 
the decals were applied the 
undercarriage and doors are added, then 
the canopy was cut into three sections 
so that it could be posed open. 

No space is available anywhere in 
this kit for nose weight, due to the solid 
fuselage casting and I am afraid to say 
that the model will not balance on its 
tri-cycle undercarriage without 
some shame that. 

Accuracy 

Going by the information in 'German 
Jet Genesis' by David Masters, the 
P.1079A had a span of 41" b"' and a 
length of 46'. The model scales out to 
42' span and 47' long. This makes it 
just marginally to long and a little big 



in span. These dimensional 
differences have little effect on the 
overall model however which looks 
very good indeed. 

Colour Options 

As the type never existed any colour 
schemes is totally spurious. The colour 
schemes depicted in Ihe kit are RLM 76 
overall with a mottle of RJ .M 74 on top. 
I however wanted a more striking 
scheme and applied Nissan Silver 
overall with a scribble of RLM SI A and 
82 on top. The tail bands arc white and 
blue. The colours used were from the 
Aeromaster range, except the Nissan 
Silver which comes from Halfords, I 
therefore used RLM 81A (.9029) and 
RLM 82 (9030). The fuselage bands 
were white (Revell 4} and RLM 23 
(9004) and the interior colours were 
RLM 66 (9022) for the cockpit and 
RLM 02 (9020) for the wheel wells. 
The wheel hubs are gloss black (Revell 
7) with the tyres in Tyre Black 
(Xtracolor X505) and the drop tanks 
were in RLM 02 

Decals 

These are produced by Propagteam and 



they are nice ard shiny with only a small 
amount of carrier film. 1 moved each 
image straight off its backing sheet onto 
the model, as they can prove a little 
fragile. Both AERO Set and Micro Sol 
solution was used and there was no 
adverse effect on any of the images. 
Decal Rating- 9/10 

Conclusion 

This is another enjoyable kit from 
Planet Models. The 'Luftwaffe 46" and 
'What If boys will lap this type of kit 
up, but many of the 'real' modellers 
will look on with disdain. For £23 this 
kit should at least have room for some 
nose weights, as 1 for one will have to 
mount all of the series perminantley on 
a base if I don't want a scries of 
Luftwaffe nodding-dog what-ifs in my 
collection! 

Once again the completed model 
looks familiar, is it me or does this type 
bear not just a passing similarity to the 
Fouga Magister? 

Recommendation

The Kit 

For many years the Ju 287 has been one 
of my 'wants' in regard to Luftwaffe 
types and at long last Huma have come 
to my assistance. The Ju 287 is a weird 
bird to say the least, with its forward 
swept wings it must have been quite a 
shock for the US A A F aircrew who first 
saw it, 'was that bird flying 
backwards?' they must have thought. 

This model from Huma is all new 
and it features their usual standard of 
moulding that includes a small sprue of 
some of the finest injected plastic you 



are ever iikely to find. 

Construction 

Assembly starts with Lhe fuselage and 
cockpit interior. The tailplanes are 
moulded as one piece and [his fits 
through a hole in the fuselage, a la 
Lindberg Hs 129, The cockpit interior 
then comes in for additional detailing 
with parts from that very fine sprue. 
Side consoles, throttle quadrant, rudder 
pedals and a control column are all 
added and all I would say is that I 
suspect the seats are incorrect in style, 
as they don't look like He 177 versions 
(the Ju 287 forward fuselage was from 
an He 177). 

Accuracy 

Going by the information in 'German 
Jet Genesis' by David Masters, the Ju 
287 had a span uf 65' 1 1 .75" and a 
length of 60'. The model scales out to a 
span of 64' 6" and a length of 64'. This 



does of course mean that the model is 
ton long with the span also a little short. 
1 am surprised that a German firm have 
made such an error and the problem 
may lie in the fact that the proposed 
production Ju 287 had a length nf 64' 
and a span of 63' 6". Which ever is the 
case this model is 1 7mm too long and 
6mm short in span. I for one can live 
with the short span but many may well 
have to shorten that fuselage. 

Colour Options 

As this depicts the V I there can only be 
one colour option. This is simply RLM 
7 1 on top and RLM 65 underneath. I 
used AeroMaster RLM 65 9021) and 
RLM 71 (9024) with the cockpit 
interior in RLM 66 (9022). The Walter 
RATO packs were painted aluminium 
(Revell 99) with a linen (Humbrol 74) 
parachute pack. The wheel hubs are 
Oily Steel (Xtracolor X503) and the 
tyres are Tyre Black (X505). 

Decals 

As with the Me 209 these ate Huma's 
usual effort with matt images and quite 
noticeable, opaque carrier film. I cut out 
as much as I could initially and once 
each image was applied and secure, I 
removed the rest. Aero Sol and Micro 



Set solutions were used and they had no 
adverse effect on the decals. Swastikas 
are supplied in that siliy square box 
arrangement, but I used examples off 
the Xtradecal sheet X036-72. 
Decal Rating- 6710 

Conclusion 

I have a Ju 287 at last! I for one am not 
too worried about the over-long 
fuselage as it does not detract from the 
look of the completed model. Tiie kit 
itself is relatively easy to make and the 
end product is quite impressive. Oh, 
don't forget to add lots of weight behind 
the cockpit bulkhead (2) otherwise you 
will get a mudel which sits on it's tail 
(Yes... like mine!) 

Recommendation 

One for all skill levels this kit. I am not 
saying that it will do for a first time 
model but at nearly £25 I cat] not see 
anyone being mad enough to do that. If 
you want a Ju 287 in the collection and 
don't fancy doing all that conversion 
work on an Airfix He 177, then this is 
the kit for you.

Focke-Wulf Fw 190V1 




The Kit 

This is one of the latest additions to the 
MPM limited-run kit range and it 
depicts the Focke-Wulf Fw 190V1 as it 
first appeared with the large ducted 
spinner. 

The mouldings are all new and as 



with all MPM kits this one features 
etched brass by Eduard and decals from 
Propagteam. 

Construction 

The first few hours with a limited-run 
kit are spent cleaning and preparing the

parts. Use clippers or a razor saw to 
remove the components from the spates 
as a knife is not man enough for the task 
and if you attempt to snap them off you 
will damage them. 

The cockpit interior is made up of a 
plastic floor, side consoles, seat and 
control column, onto which is fitted 
etched brass details for the consoles, 
rudder pedals and instrument panel. 
The instrument panel also features the 
acetate dial faces. The interior is listed 



as being 'Tank Grey' from the humbrol 
range and this is a good attempt at 
matching RLM 66, the interior's 
authentic colour. The fuselage halves 
are joined together to trap the cockpit 
insert and I did not like the instrument 
panel coaming ( 15) as it seemed to be a 
rather vague fit 

Building up the big ducted spinner 
and propeller takes time and patience as 
you have to first open up the holes for 
each propeller blade in the spinner (5) 
and then continually test fit the blades 
(6) through it to ensure they line up flat 
with the backplate (9) and hub (7). This 
sounds complicated and it is. so take 
your time and don't be templed to just 
bung il all together. 

Sanding down the upper and lower 
wing sections is rather reminiscent of a 
vac-form as they have to have the 
trailing and leading edges refined and 
this will take quite a while due to the 
thickness of the original mouldings. 
Don't forget the undercarriage roof 
insert (16) in stage 5 as if will not fit 
once the wings arc on. 
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At this stage in the proceedings I 
added the tailplanes and did all the 
filling and sanding before applying a 
primer coat, this showed up any flaws 
and once these were dealt with 1 
masked off the cockpit and applied the 
overall colour scheme, Once that was 
all dry the detail parts such as the 
undercarriage and canopy were added. 

Accuracy 

Going by the technical specifications 
given on the instructions the VI had a 
span of 31' 2.6" and this kit scales out 
to 31 ' 3" and was 29' 0.4" long with the 
model scaling out to 29'. All of this 
means that this model is accurate and 
more importantly the model captures 
that aggressive 'sit' of the real aircraft 
very well, 

Colour Options 

As this kit depicts the VI at its initial 
testing there can only be one colour 
scheme. Later the VI was modified to 
look like the shape we all associate with 
an Fw 190, mainly due to the failure of 
that ducted spinner and because the test 
pilot said it was like flying with his feet 
in the fireplace! 

The colour scheme is, as far as I am 
concerned, the only thing which lets 




the type down as it is boring, boring 1 
Overall the VI was RLM 70 
Schwarlzgrun and RLM 71 
Dunkelgrun on top in a splinter pattern 
and RLM 65 Hellblau underneath. The 
only splash of colour is the red tail 
band with the white disc and swastika 
of the Nazi party. 

I used colours from the AeroMaster 
range to paint my model, utilising RLM 
70 (9023), RLM 71 (9024) and RLM 
65 (9021). The tail band is RLM 23 
which equates to 90O5 in the range. The 
interior was RLM 66 (9022) with the 
undercarriage bay. doors, oleo legs and 
tail wheel yoke all in RLM 02 (9020). 



The wheel hubs arc gloss black (Revcll 
7) and the tyres are Tyre Black 
(Xtracolour X5Q5). 

Decals 

These are produced for MPM by 
Propagleam so their quality is assured. 1 
must say however that in this kit they 
were not up to their usual high 
standards. The images were all very 
matt and the carrier film with quite 
opaque and prominent. I cut as much as 
I could away from the wing and 
fuselage code letters, but still found that 
they silvered on application. The kit 
does come with the white disc for the 



tail band, but no swastika. 1 therefore 
used the disc and swastika that are 
offered on Xtradecal sheet X036-72. 
Dccal Rating- 6/10 

Conclusion 

It is nice to be able to add the V 1 to the 
model collection in this scale. It is also 
good that this kit is in plastic as this is a 
lot of modellers preferred medium. 1 am 
glad to say that the Bf 1 09 has not been 
forgotten either and this will be due 
very soon from MPM. They will 
certainly make a neat pair side-by-side 
in the model cabinet 

Recom men dation 

The very nature of the injection type 
and the use of etched brass and vac- 
formed plastic make this a kit which is 
suitable for, and designed for. the more 
experienced modeller. 

If you have made kits of this type in 
the past then this one will hold few 
problems for you. If you have not then I 
would suggest that you have a go with 
etched brass and vac-formed canopies 
before you try to make this type of kit.

The Kit 

This is another Luftwaffe product from 
this German company. Many will tell 
you that Huma kits are full blown 
injection moulded, others that they are 
limited-run. Well, as some of their kits 



have been around for a good few years 
and the moulding does not show any 
similarity with other 'limited' products, 
I for one consider them to be the former. 

Construction 

Tills is a simple task as the kit is easy to 
build and has only a relatively small 
number of parts. You will find a small 
sprue of very delicate pieces in this 
model, so fine that they are better in 
many respects to anything etched brass 
could offer. 

The cockpit interior is made up of a 
floor complete with rear bulkhead, seat, 
control column, rudder pedals, trim 



wheels and instrument panel. The 
instrument panel comes with a decal for 
the dials but do not forget to paint the 
panel before you apply the decal. A pilot 
figure is included but 1 left this out as I 
intended to have the canopy open and 
after all it was not very well moulded. 

All the remainder of assembly before 
painting was quite straightforward. The 
wings however are not a good lit and 
you will find that there is either a gap 
abuve or below, depending on how you 
site the locating lugs. I opted for one 
underneath (less visible there at least) 
and then fared everything in with filler. 
Although underwing cannon gondolas 
are included 1 opted not to fit them. 

After the main parts are together and 
the sanding was completed, the cockpit 
and undercarriage bays were masked off 
and an overall coat of grey primer was 
applied to highlight any problems. Once 
all that was sorted the overall colour 
scheme and decals were applied. Once 
this had dried and the matt varnish coat 
was on, I applied all the detail parts such 
as the canopy (which by this time 1 had 
opted to leave closed), undercarriage, 
tailwheel and propeller. 

Accuracy 

Going by the information in 
Thonias.H. Hitchcock's 'Messerschmit 



"O-Nine'' Gallery', the Me 209 V5 (A- 
1 ) had a span of 35' 1 1" and a length of 
31" 11.5". This model scales out to a 
span of 36* 3" and a length uf approx 
32'. This means that the model is 
slightly too long in span but bang on in 
length (work out how much .5" is iri 
1 /72nd scale!). 

The look and sit of the model 
captures the original very well. 

Colour Options 

As this kit depicts the Me 209V5 there 
can only be one colour option. At the 
time that this machine was flown by 
Fritz Wendel in November 1943 it 
carried the radio call-sign SP+LJ and it 
was RLM 65 underneath with RLM 74 
and 75 on top. The kit instructions 
show the upper colour as a solid area of 
RLM 74 over which is mottled RLM 
75. Looking at contemporary pictures I 
suspect that the V5 had RLM 74/75 in 
a solid splinter pattern on the upper 
wings and extreme upper fuselage 
decking. The under surface and 
fuselage sides were RLM 65 and then a 
dense mottle of the upper surface 
colours was applied over it. This mottle 
seems to have extended right down the 
fuselage sides to a point parallel with 
the exhaust stacks. 

Having said all that, which may be 
wrong, 1 opted to have a go at the kit 
prescribed colour scheme, as it did 
appeal to me. I therefore used colours 
from the AeroMaster range with RLM 
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65 (9021) underneath and RLM 75 
(9026) on lop. Over the RLM 75 was 
applied a 'snake scribble' of RLM 74 
(9025). The cockpit interior is RLM 

66 (9022) and the undercarriage bays, 
doors, oleo legs and tail wheel are all 
RLM 02 (9020). The spinner and 
propeller are RLM 70 (9023), the 
wheel hubs arc Gloss Black (Revell 7) 
and the tyres are Tyre Black 
(Xtracolor X505). 

Decals 

Huma decals are not too bad although 
the images are very matt and the carrier 
Dim is quite prominent and opaque. 1 
opted to remove as much of the carrier 
Dim us I could before applying the 
decals and once they were securely in 
position I cut away all the remaining 




pieces. I used AERO Set and Sol 
solutions to settle the decals down and 
there was no adverse effects to either of 
these solutions. Decals for the 
swastikas are supplied as funny little 
square boxes, with the intention that 
you remove certain sections to make a 



swastika. This is all due to laws banning 
the display of the insignia in certain 
European countries. The thought of all 
this fuss was too much for me so I 
replaced them with versions from 
Xtradecal sheet X036-72. 

Decal Rating- 6/10 



Conclusion 

It is a sound, basic kit. There is certainly 
scope for improvement and extra 
detailing, but the basics are all there and 
the model built straight from the box 
looks good. The canopy could be 
replaced as it js a standard Bf 109 late 
type and the cockpit interior could be 
detailed with any of the etched sets for 
the Bf 109G-K series with a little bit of 
modification. 

Recommendation 

This is a model that can be made by all 
skill levels and for that reason it is one I 
can heartily recommend to all.

The Kit 

The Royal Netherlands Air Force 
recently confirmed their order for 30 
AH-64D Apache attack helicopters. 
Before these are delivered the Dutch 
will receive 12 AH-64A machines for 
familiarisation and it is this version 
which is modelled by Revell, The kit 
itself is the Monogram Apache re- 
boxed and with a new set of decals. 
There are no changes to the original kit 
which is a basic Apache with no 
Longbow radar, chaff/flare dispensers 
or I R fammer, and the armament is 
confined to a mixture of Hellfirc 
missiles and rockets. 

Construction 

The raised surface detail is finely 



moulded as arc the cockpit instruments. 
The rocket pods, Hellfirc missile 
rails.chain-gun. tail rotor assembly, 
rotor-head and controls are also nicely 
moulded and the cockpit is 
complimented by two crew, who give 
the model a "human' scale. 

The parts separate from the sprue 
with little trouble but there is sonic flash 
to be trimmed before assembly. 
Similarly, seam lines on one piece parts, 
like the Hellfire missiles and piiots, 
must be rubbed down as they are quite 
noticeable. The cockpit is assembled at 
an early stage and it is important to get 
this in the right order, especially if the 
pilots are to be fitted, but the result is 
very goud. With the rest of the assembly, 
most parts went together well with a 
little rubbing down to disguise the joins. 

The engine assemblies and fuselage 
halves were a different matter. The 
engines are each made up of top and 
bottom halves and a front end piece 
with the moulded intake and turbine 
blades. The join of the top and bottom 
halves took a lot of work to disguise, 
and the intake plate proved larger than 
the hole it was intended to cover and 
overlapped around the edges. The 



fuselage halves didn't fit flush all the 
way round and I settled for the best fit 
on the top. which still needed much 
rubbing down, and that left the 
underside needing filler to avoid 
sanding it out of shape. 

The cockpit transparency is good and 
clear with interior and exterior raised 
detail which makes painting easier. The 
cockpit doors are moulded as separate 
parts and each can be fixed , in the open 
position to show oft' the pilots and 
interior detail. The support struts and 
the door handles are provided as 
separate pieces. Other clear parts are 
lenses for the TADS and PNVS turrets, 
the anti-collision lights on the wing tips 
and the cockpit internal screen. Final 
touches which really finish the model 
are the hand holds and foot steps in 
various places around die fuselage. 

Accuracy 

I could not fault the scale dimensions of 
the model - height, length, rotor 
diameter, etc were all correct. 

Colour Options 

The colour scheme illustrated is an 
overall Olive Green but no BS or FS 
numbers are given, The nearest 
equivalent I can suggest is FS. 34079 
which is similar to, if not the same as, 
that applied to Dutch Army Bo. 105s, 



However, the Dutch have a habit of over 
spraying areas (including the roundels) 
with matt black to produce a 
camouflage pattern. 

Decals 

The decal sheet is made tip of eighty 
nine individual images and provides a 
full set of stencilling and four Dutch 
military roundels. There are no 
squadron badges, identification 
numbers or serial numbers. The decal 
film has a matt finish, is quite thick and 
oversized in comparison to the printed 
image. This caused a few problems 
getting the decal to conform to the 
curves of the aircraft, the Hellfire 
missiles in particular, and some 
silvering inevitably resulted. 

Decal Rating : 5/10 

Conclusion 

This version has the right 'look', builds 
a fairly robust, nicely detailed model 
and is not too fiddly to buiid into a 
reasonable model - if your not too fussy 
about the parts fit. It is also good to see 
the Apache with something other than 
US Army titles on it. 

Recommendation 

Compared with all of the 1/4K scale 
Apache kits on the market, some more 
detailed than others, this is a 'fair' kit.

The Kit 

The Me 209 project was initially just a 
design for a world speed record 
breaking machine and the V I captured 
the record at 469.22 mph on the 26lh 
April 1939. The Me 209H series 
however bore no resemblance to the 
earlier series at all and it was intended 
as a competitor to the Fw 1 90D and Ta 
152. The 209 series gets a little 
confusing as the V5 and V6 were to 
have had the DB603 powerplants. This 
did not happen and although the V? 
used a prototype unit, the V6 was 
adapted for the J u mo 2I3E. The Me 
209 H V I was another kettle of fish 
entirely as it was a high altitude fighter 
incorporating many of the Me 209H 
systems into Ihe Bf I09H design. 
Because the selected powerplant, the 
DB 627, was delayed the DB 603G was 



used instead. No details exist as to the 
types use or possible test flights, so its 
fate is unknown. 

Construction 

What you basically have with this kit is 
a Bf 109G series fuselage with a revised 
cowl and all new wings. The 
construction of the model is very easy 
and without castings blocks on the main 
pans, there is little cleaning up It) do 
before assembly starts. The cockpit 
interior is basic with floor, seal, control 
column, instrument panel and armoured 
headrest. A little additional detailing in 
this area should pay dividends. 
Assembly of the airframe is easy and 
although filler is required at most joints 
there is very little tidying up to do 
overall. You have the option of a solid 
or two-part 'hollow' supercharger 
intake for the engine cowl and this is a 
nice touch. The propeller is a one piece 
casting and will require a little attention 
to thin down the leading and trailing 
edge of each blade. The undercarriage 
is a wide track version quite unlike the 
usual Bf 109 version and it gives the 
finished model a far more aggressive 
"sit' once built. 

With all the major assembly 



completed the model was masked, 
primed and sprayed. With all this and 
the decalling done the mode! could have 
the undercarriage and canopy added. 

Accuracy 

Information on this particular project 
was obtained from 'Messerschmitt "O- 
Nine" Gallery' by Thomas. H. 
Hitchcock. The H V 1 had a span of 43' 
6" and a length of 32' 5.75". This kit 
scales out bang on in span at 43' 6" and 
a little too long at 32' 10". The length 
does nol effect Ihe overall look of the 
model that much and Ihe completed kit 
looks every bit a 109. 

Colour Options 

The instructions with this model give 
you a scheme of RLM 74 & 75 over 
Rl.M 76. For a high altitude fighter this 
seems a little tame and so I went for the 
Ta 1 52 scheme of RLM 82 and S3 over 
RLM 76. The colours 1 used were all 
from the AeroMastcr range with RLM 
82 (9030) and 83 (9031) on top and 
RLM 76 (9027) underneath. The 
fuselage sides feature the usual mottle of 
the tipper surface colours over the lower 
colours and this extended over the 
vertical tail and rudder assembly. The 
undercarriage bays and oleo legs and 
doors were RLM 02 (Xtracolor X409). 



The wheel hubs were gloss black (Revell 
7) and the tyres were Tyre Black (X505). 
The radiator intakes and exhaust areas 
were painted Gunmetat (X506). 

Decafs 

These are produced by Propagteam and 
are of good quality. The images are very 
thin and glossy with little excess carrier 
film visible. As always I would 
recommend that you apply them 
straight off the backing sheet onto the 
model. Do not try and pick them up 
with tweezers as they easily break. 
AERO Set and Sol decal solutions were 
used and they worked well. 

Decal Rating- 9/10 

Conclusion 

It is always nice to add yet another type 
to the Bf 109 collection and this version 
alongside the new HUMA Me 209V5 
looks very good. I believe that Toad 
Resin are going to make a V6 with the 
JUMO powerplant, so before long you 
cati have all of the Me 209 series. 

Recommendation 

Recommended to all with experience of 
resin kits. My thanks to H.G.Hannanl 
Ltd for supplying the review sample.

The Kit 

This is a limited run of 500 injection 
moulded kits from the New Zealand 
manufacturer Ventura. Being a limited 
run kit. its sprues arc quite thick, and 
the use of a razor saw is advised when 
removing the parts in order that they 




are not damaged. Ventura advise that 
care be taken with the preparation of 
parts and this is wholeheartedly 
endorsed as it will avoid potential 
problems later on. Two crystal clear 



vac form canopies are supplied, in case 
you make a mess of one. White metal 
parts are limited to the kit's control 
column and a pair of cannons. Surface 
detail is delicate and beautifully 
engraved. 

Construction 

Cockpit detail is confined to the 
previously mentioned white metal slick, 
an instrument panel and a seal. You 
have to make your own floor and 
armour plated bulkhead for the seat 
from plastic sheet. Incidentally, I've 
made templates for these items which 
ease the workload during subsequent 
projects. The exhausts have to be lilted 
in place before the fuselage halves are 



joined just in case they fall in. The 
upper cowling is now an integral part of 
the fuselage, and not a separate two part 
item as I've seen in previous Ventura 
Spitfire kits, and this makes the 
modeller's life much easier. The later, 
pointed style rudder is moulded 
integrally with the port fuselage half, 
while Ihe original rounded style rudder 
is provided as a separate part, i wanted 
to complete the review mode! as an 
aircraft with the original rudder, so I 
removed the integrally moulded rudder 
before joining Ihe fuselage halves 
together. The replacement rudder was 
fitted after ihe fuselage halves had been 
joined and proved to be a positive fit. 
The wings come with the earlier 
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style of large cannon blisters to depict 
the C wing armament. However, the 
later narrower style blisters are 
provided as separate parts. It would be 
a major task, but not impossible, to 
remove the former and replace thern 
with the latter. Pay particular attention 
to the flow marks inside the wing 
parts, as these may interfere with the 
fit. Dry runs are advisable before you 
commit yourself to the use of cement. 
As previously stated preparation is the 
key to this type of kit. [ was very happy 
with the fit of both upper wings to the 
one piece lower wing, but a fair 
amount of filler was needed at the 
wing root joint- The carburettor air 
intake is a curious affair with the front 
portion of the latter, longer air intake 
already moulded in place, with its rear 
end coming as a separate item. While 
the earlier, small intake is also 
provided separately. Two separate 
parts would have been much more 
convenient and neater, as the two pari 
intake needed tiller to blend both parts 
together. Location holes for both the 
cannons and their stubs will have to be 
drilled out in the wing leading edges. 
Dimples are apparent to aid their 
positioning. The stubs will have to 
come from your spares box. or be 
fashioned from stretched sprue. 

The radiators are a nice fit, but 
blanking strips will have to be 
fashioned to prevent dial see through 
look. A fine mesh is provided to 
simulate the radiator matrix. 



The propeller and spinner assembly 
comprises of six parts, namely; 
backplate. spinner and four blades. 
These items were not used in the review 
model with items from the spares box 
being used in their place as the blades 
were found to be too thick for a scale 
like appearance. However, they were 
useable if I'd had the patience to sand 
them down. The vac formed canopy 
really is crystal clear, and is an accurate 
fit. You'll have to drill location holes for 
the main undercarriage legs, and the 
fixed tail wheel, while the aerial and the 
pitot tube will have to be found from 
amongst your spares box. 

Accuracy 

The kit's dimensions in both plan and 
profile outline were found to he spoi on 
when compared to plans drawn by 
D.H.Cooksey which are featured in 
"Aircraft Archive Vol. I, Fighters of 
World War Two". To emphasise the 
point, the completed model captures the 
look and sit of the original perfectly. 

Colour options 

No less than five colour options are 
quoted! There are three Mk. IXs in high 
altitude schemes, two in Medium Sea 
Grey uppers and PRIJ Blue 
understirfaees, with the third is an 
overall scheme of a colour quoted as 
being not unlike Cambridge Blue. The 
remaining two are Australian Mk. VIIls 
winch have a retractable tail wheel 
along with doors. Both are camouflaged 



with various permutations of the white 
identification areas. Aeromaster paints 
were used to prime the model and for 
the main colours; in this case the simple 
but attractive high altitude scheme. 

Decals 

The decals are well printed, and the 
carrier film is not prominent after 
application. They also responded well 
to the use of decal softening solution. 
The light grey serial for the second 
Australian scheme. A58-453 will have 
to come from Ventura sheet V7253. The 
review model was finished as JL226 
"G", "Gaby" of No. 32 Sqn RAF. The 
high altitude machines all feature Type 
8 roundels, 

Decal Rating; 8/10 



Conclusion 

This is an excellent kit capturing the 
lines of the original. Its not a kit that can 
be built in an evening, but its not meant 
to be that in the first place. Patience will 
have to be exercised during 
construction, as well as modelling skills. 

Recommendation 

Definitely recommended for the 
modeller who already has some 
experience. Younger modellers should 
gel a bit of practice with easier kits 
before attempting this one. For my own 
part. I thoroughly enjoyed building and 
reviewing this model.

The Kit 

Another of Ventura's limited run of 500 
kits of the Spitfire family. This time we 
are treated to a faithful reproduction of 
the PR XI. cast entirely in plastic, apart 
from the white metal control column. 
Surface detail is engraved and is 
delicately represented. The clean lines 
of the unarmed wing are accurately 
reproduced, and the teardrop shaped 
bulges on the lower wing, forward of 
the wheel wells, which housed the fuel 
pumps for the wing lanks. are moulded 
in place. The ventral fuselage camera 
ports are represented as slight hollows 
in the plaslic, but do line up accurately 
when both fuselage halves are joined 
together. An often missed feulure. 
included here, is the strengthening belly 
panelling surrounding these pons. Not 



depicted in the kit are ihc wing cameras 
fitted to some PR XIs, located outboard 
of the wheel wells. However, if you 
decide to model such an aircraft, then 
photos depicting this feature are 
included in die 12 page instruction 
booklet, which is a litde treasure in 
ilself As well as building and painting 
notes there are photos of PR XIs in 
service with bodi the RAF and the 
Danish Air Force and photos of two of 
the four preserved PR XIs which are 
known to exist. We are also treated to 
photos of the cameras themselves as 
well as a cockpit shot showing how the 
camera control box replaced the lighter 
version's gunsight. Ideal for those who 
enjoy super detailing. Also included are 
scale plans, as well as drawings of the 
cameras and their locations, along with 
other drawings featuring the carburettor 
air in lake, the main wheel legs and the 
taihvheel. Quite a treasure as I said. 

Construction 

As I've said before when reviewing 
Ventura kits. I agree wholeheartedly 




Ventura 
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with their statement that careful 
preparation is the key to success with a 
kit such as this. Being a limited run kit. 
you expect to have to "do more than cut 
a part from the sprue runner and cement 
it in place. Dry runs before committing 
yourself to cement are also advised. 

Constmction begins with the cockpit 
which is devoid of all detail apart from 
an instrument panel, seat and stick, 
F very thing else will have lo come From 
your spares box or be built from scrap. 
Remember to position the exhaust 



stacks before you join the fuselage 
halves together. The fuselage already 
incorporates the cut out for the 
lail wheel's well, as well as the 
deepened nose cowling which was a 
feature of the PR XI. 

The wings needed attention to the 
plaMic's How marks Oil their insides 
before they could be joined together. 
Once this had been attended to. they 
lined together like a glove. The wing to 
fuselage joint was a much more positive 
affair than the one on Ventura's Mk. IX 
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which I had built earlier and it therefore 
needed less filler. The carburettor air 
intake joint, being moulded in two pans 
on the nose undersurfaee. and the 
leading edge of the lower wing was 
much better than the one I'd previously 
encountered on the Mk. IX, Again I 
substituted a prop and spinner front the 
spares box as the Ventura blades 
required thinning down iti order to 
achieve a scale appearance. However. I 
have used thein in other projects, having 
found the patience on those occasions to 
rub them down and they were perfectly 
useable, the tail planes have to be butt 
joined together, so fashion a jig for 
yourself, or use Superglue. 

The linderwing radiators proved to 
be a positive fit. but remember to blank 
their inside s off so thai you don't see 
through them! A piece of mesh is 
supplied to simulate the radiator's 
matrix. You need to drill a location hole 
for the tail wheel, and fashion doors 
from scrap plastic, or used etched brass 
items from another source. Two sets of 
mainwheefs are provided. One set has 
the spokes moulded in place, while the 
oilier features the wheel hub cover. Mk. 
XIs were seen with both types fined, so 
research your subject before you 111 the 
wheels. The aerial and pilot tube are not 
included and will have to be found 
elsewhere. 

Two beatilifullv clear vac formed 



canopies are included, depicting the 
correct curved windscreen fined to this 
type. If you get your firsi atlempi right 
then you can pop the olher canopy in 
the spares box. I used mine on a PR XI 
conversion which I was building 
alongside the review model as I liked 
W'hat the decal sheet had to offer, but 
more of thai shortly. 

Accuracy 

The kit scales out accurately when 
compared to published plans. A set of 
scale drawings are featured in that 
beautiful little instruction booklet 
provided by Ventura, bul 1 compared 
[hem to D.H.Cooksey's plans of the Mk. 
IX in 'Aircraft Archive Vol. I". After 
all. apart from detail changes, bolh 
types were identical in length and span. 
More to the point, perhaps, is the fact 
thai ihe completed model captures the 
li ii >k and sit of the original. 

Colour Options 

Three colour options are provided for as 
regards pain ling details and decals. all in 
the overall PRU Blue finish. The first is 
a L'SAF machine named "High Lady" 
who flew over Berlin on March 6. 1944 
following the 8th A.F.s first large scale 
da j light raid on ihe i ity, A probable 
serial number. PA950. is offered for this 
machine. The second offering is a 
Danish Air f-"orce machine namely 42- 



453, ex RAF PM13. The last one is a 
Norwegian machine. PA979. coded A- 
ZB, Aeromaster primer was used to 
undercoat die model, wiih iheir PRU 
Blue being used for the overall scheme. 
By the way, the ventral camera's port 
wits simulated with silver paint. 

Decals 

Each Norwegian roundel is printed in 
iwo parts in order to overcome tiny 
potential register problems. The 
conversion mode! was finished as the 
Norwegian aircraft and 1 was delighted 
with every aspect of Ventura's decals. 
They responded well to the use of a 
decal softening solution. Flushed with 
my success I applied the Danish 
roundels to the review model only to be 
slightly disappointed. Granted that the 
decals are commendably thin, so much 
so thai [he red of ihe outer roundel is not 



dense enough and allows the overlap of 
the white centre to show through. There 
was nolhing for it but to overpaint the 
red which solved the problem. This 
small point apan, the decals are 
excellent. 

Decal Rating : 8/10 

Conclusion 

A delightful kit to build, an added 
bonus being that it depicts a branch of 
the Spitfire family which is not often 
featured. 

Recommendation 

Definitely recommended for the more 
experienced modeller. My thanks to 
Ventura for producing what I'm sure 
will be a besl seller. Grab one before 
they all go!

The Kit 

This is the first kit to be produced by 
Planel Models and like all the rest in 
Ihe series il consists of resin for all Ihe 
components and a clear vac -formed 
canopy. 

Construction 

As all of the main, parts are free of 
moulding blocks etc most of the cleaning 
up will centre around the smaller parts. 
These are suspended in a resin wafer and 
once removed you will have to clean all 
the seam lines up. This lype of casting 
does result in somewhat 'oval' cross 
sections to tilings [ike the oleo legs and 
this is one of the reasons why 1 would 
have preferred to have all the detail parts 
in a kit such as this in metal 

Building the kit will take very little

time as there are only five parts inside die 
cockpit and nine parts to make up the 
entire airframe. Detail parts including 
the undercarriage and bomb rack make 
up ihe remaining seventeen parts. The 
seam line around the circumference of 
the propeller unii is quite pronounced 
and I would advise you lo cut off (he 
propeller blades and then smooth the 
centre. Once this is completed, build up 
the model and only after most of Ihe 
major assembly is completed should you 
reposition the blades. 

Little filler was required on the major 
parts and the only thing you may have a 



bit of a struggle with are the forward 
cannards, as these take time and 
patience to line up correctly. With all ihe 
major assembly completed the model 
was masked, painted and decalled. Once 
all this was dry the undercarriage bays 
were painted RLM 02 Grau and then Ihe 
oleo legs, doors and wheels were added. 
The centreline bomb rack was also 
added at this stage and .because the resin 
sway braces were un useable I opted not 
to fit the bomb either. There are no axle 
stubs on either of the main oleo legs and 
this coupled with the faci thai Ihe 
wheels, if fitted direclly to the oleo, will 



be canted inw^ard, makes for a very odd 
looking assembly. 1 simply added some 
scraps of plastic from my spares box to 
the inside of each hub. This took ihe hub 
boss out by a few millimetres and 
allowed the wheel to fit far more 
realistically to the oleo leg. 

Accuracy 

Information on Ihis particular project is 
a little scarce and my usual source. 
'German Jet Genesis* by David 
Masters, proved lo be of no assistance 
as there is no entry for this lype in it. 1 
cannot therefore comment on this 
models accuracy. 

Colour Options 

Here, as with any 'paper' aircraft, you 
can go to town. The kits instruction sheel 
does show die machine in RLM 83 over 
RLM 76 but this was far too tame for 
me. I started by spraying the entire lower 
surface and fuselage sides in Hal fords 
acrylic silver. Once dry 1 painted the 
upper surface in a combination of 
AeroMaster RLM 81 A (9029) and RLM 
82 (9030). These colours wrapped rights 
around the nose and tail of the machine 
in a dense mottle and they also came 
around and under ihe leading edge of 
each forward cannard. The effect ! feel is 
quite pleasing and resulted in a very 
unusual 'snake skin* effect. The cockpit 
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interior is RLM 66 (Xtracolor X203) and 
the undercarriage bays, oleo legs and 
insides of the undercarriage doors are all 
RLM 02 Grau (X409). The wheel hubs 
are gloss black (Reveil 7) and the tyres 
are Tyre Black (X505). The propeller 
blades are RLM 70 (X204) and the 
exhaust stacks are Gunmetal (X506). 

Cecals 

These are produced by Propagteam and 
are of good quality with little carrier 
film. The images are very thin and 
glossy and I would recommend that you 
apply them straight off the backing 
sheet onto the model. Do not try and 
pick them up with tweezers as they 
easily break, AERO Set and Micro Sol 
decal solutions were used and they 
worked quite well. 1 must admit that I 



did change the style of national cross 
applied to the type as the kit ones are of 
an earlier style. Mine coming from old 
Hasegawa sheets in my spares box. 
Decal Rating- 9/10 

Conclusion 

What a lovely looking machine the P 
192.01 was. I enjoyed making this 
model very much indeed and my only 
disappointment was that due to the solid 
nature of the main parts, there is 
nowhere to add weights and the model 
therefore will not sit on its tricycle 
undercarriage properly. 

Recommendation 

If you are a 'Luftwaffe 46' nut and you 
have worked with resin before then this 
kit will prove of little trouble to you. At 




£23.00 it is not a kit that I would have 
expected to have the problem in regard 
to the nose weights, a case of badly 
thought out design I feel.

The company of Engines & Things may be 
Familiar to some of you as I last reviewed 
some of their products in the March 1995 
edition (See Vol I Iss 3 Page 106). I was 
therefore very pleased to recently receive a 
selection of their latest resin engines for 
review. There are eleven engines in l/72nd 
and four in l/48th and they include both 
piston and jet types from all nations.

This engine has been modified from its 
previous jssue and is now cast in four separate 
banks of cylinders with the forward one 
including the reduction casing and the back 
one including the supercharger housing. To 
ease assembly and to ensure correct alignment 
one of each of the section 's cylinder heads are

This new version is cast in two sections with 
a locating tab and hole on each to ensure 
correct orientation of the cylinders in relation 
to each other. 

Next is the 2800-1 0/1 0W and tills type 
was used in the F6F-3, 3E, 3F, 3H, 3N and 3P; 
F6F-5, 5E. 5N & 5P(W); Cuitiss P-60A, XP- 
60E; Northrop F2T-KW), P-61, P-61A, 
XP-61 and YP-6I. Once again a Iwo piece 
casting with alignment lugs is used. 

The final R-2800 offering and also the last 
l/72nd scale engine in [his selection is the R- 
28O0-59W. This type was used in the 
TSB1-G, XP47E, P-47C, XP-47L, P-47D-

casting with alignment lugs is utilised. 

The first offering in I /48th scale is up- 
scaled from l/72nd as it is the Junkers JUMO

(Kate), Nakajima A6M2 Model 21 (Zero) and 
C5M2 (Babs), This is a two part casting for 
the engine with the separate exhaust collecting 
ring as was seen in the previous engine. 

The final offering in this selection is 48 142 
and this is the Gnome Rhone 14N. fourteen 
cylinder radial as offered in l/72nd scale 
(72037). The engine itself is a single piece 



casting and it comes complete with the 
exhaust collecting ring. 

Overall these engine are superb and 
although the larger scale versions seem to 
suffer with a bit of flash here and there and 
some loss of clarity in regard to complex 
details, they are all far superior to anything 
you will find in a production kit. Many will 
say that you only need these if you are 
intending to open engine cowls etc. wrong! 
Many older kits suffer with 'blobs' as engines 
or even worse, nothing at all. Here is the 
perfect solution and 1 would recommend all 
modellers to at least consider these engines 
when making your next model. For a modest 



price they will add so much more to your 
model. If you arc a detail nut and you want to 
open tip a few panels then these engines are 
right up your street and you should send away 
for a complete listing as soon as possible.

Three of the latest etched brass sets from this 
prolific Czech company have recently made 
their way to us via Four Plus UK. There is a 
set in l/72nd, l/48th and l/32nd scales, so 
that will please most tastes. 




Add ye! more detuil to your Academy B- 
24 with this new set for the bomb-bay 

Beginning with the I /72nd scale set, this 
is numbered 72-193 and it is the bomb-bay 
of the B-24 Liberator. Designed for the 
Academy kit, the set comprises three frets. 
The first is 11.5cm x 7cm and it contains 
twelve pieces, the next is 10cm x 5cm and it 
contains fifty-one pieces and the last is 
I0.5cin x 4.5cm and this contains twelve 
pieces. Retailing consists of forward and 
rear bulkheads, centre dividers and 
walkways and the vertical bomb carriers. 
This only accounts for thirty-five of the 



brass parts and the remaining forty are new 
tin assemblies for the bombs supplied in the 
kit (Ft No's 74 & 75). These will result in far 
hetter 'scale effect' and after you have spent 
all that time adding the interior the last thing 
you want is to add bombs with thick plastic 
tails. 

Next is the l/48th scale offering and this 
is numbered 48-166 and it is for the 
Henschel Hs 129B. Designed for the old 
Esci kit which is now available under the 
AMT/Ertl label, the set comprises two frets 
and an acetate film. The acetate film 
contains images for six panels. The first 
etched fret is If). 5cm x 7cm and this 
contains eighty-nine parts, the second fret 
is 9.5cm x 5cm and this contains sixty-five 
parts. Detailing begins with the cockpit 
interior and here you can add new sidewall 
detail, rudder pedals, instrument panel and 
seat. The seat has a set of harnesses and the 
instrument panel utilises some of the 
acetate films as well as brass. A new 
rearview mirror and armoured glass 
surround for the windscreen are included 
as well as detail parts for the tailwheel, 
gunsight, DF loop and cannon barrel. The 
actuators for the ailerons are included as 
well as new screens and shutters for the 
radiators, new interior detail for the 
undercarriage doors and torque links for 
each oleo leg. You have the option of 
opening up the access panels on the 
airframe. Not a great deal is included for 
these areas, although the radio is. so you 
may need to carry out some additional 
research. A nice touch is the inclusion of 
the instrument panels on the inboard of 
each engine nacelle. These are well known 



areas of the Hs 129 which are usually 
achieved with raised detail or decals. This 
set however gives you new etched panels 
with acetate Sim to reproduce the 
individual dial faces. The last area to 
receive attention in this kit is the profusion 
of access panels on the upper and lower 
wings and fuselage. I can see their use if 
you intend to open them, but to just stick 
them on top of the existing models surface 
will, I feel, look wrong. 

The final set is numbered 32-023 and it is 
for the exterior of the Messerschmitt Me 
262A. Although it is designed for the Revell 
kit 1 suspect that it may be adaptable to the 
Hasegawa example as well.

This months selection from Superscale 
consists of three 1 /72nd scale and thirteen 
l/48th scale sheets. However before I start 
looking at them I should clear up an error I 
made in the April edition (See Vol 2 Iss 4 
Page 211) where I said 1 believed that the 
company had recently changed ownership. 
This was an incorrect expression for me to 
have chosen as the company did reorganise 
itself some eight years ago when the 
partnership that had started MicroScale split 
to form SupcrScalc and MicroScale.

i upper decking to act as an anti-dazzle panel. 

• 7. Mk He of No.87 Sqn in September 
1942. This machine is coded I.K*? and is 
painted in an 'A' pattern scheme of Dark 
Green and Medium Sea Grey with a black 
undersurface and spinner. The rudder on this 
machine is a replacement and seems to he 
painted Medium Sea Grey, Dark Sea Grey 
and Dark Green. 
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A nice touch is the inclusion of full plans 
of the 'A' and 'B' pattern camouflage 
schemes applied to these machines on the 
back of the instruction sheet. 

Next is sheet 72-729 and this is entitled 
'P-51D Mustang Aces'. There are three 
options on this sheet and they are;

i f t he Me leo r lost the ch ance o f an 
] operational career during the 
ji closing stages of the last world 
I conflict, it served as a basis for 
the post-war Royal Air Force 
(RAF) and aided emerging foreign air 
forces in building up with modem 
equipment. The simple but sound 
layout of the Meteor was invaluable in 
the rapid development of the 
revolutionary jet turbine. It is no small 
credit to Carter's foresight that new or 
developed versions of jet engines could 
be very simply installed into the Meteor 
wings with the least of redesign, [t was 
only when, after a relatively short 
period of time, engine technology 
outstripped the Meteor's airframe 
capabilities that new jet aircraft started 
to emerge. Still, during its lifetime, the 
Meteor witnessed an unparalled 
metamorphosis - from Ihe dimunitive 
F Mk 1 to the two-seat, long-nosed, 
radar-equipped NF.I4, 

Aviation historians with a penchant 
for German aircraft can lay claim to the 
Luftwaffe's earlier introduction of

combat jet-powered fighters and 
bombers. However few realise that 
British development in the gas turbine 
field was far more cautious, with 
careful long-term planning. While, 
during the immediate post-war era 
many countries capitalised on captured 
German gas turbine technology with 
doubtful results, the Meteor soldiered 
on without hitches for decades. 

The Genesis 

The maiden flight of Heinkel's He 280 
VI (OL+AS) on April 2. 1941 
preceded by some six weeks Gloster's 



Born during the bitter war years, George Carter's elegant 
Meteor failed to contribute towards the outcome of the 
Second World War but laid the unmistakable foundations 
for Fighter Command of the Royal Air Force for the 
best part of the following decades. It also sen'ed as a 
stepping stone between the last fast-prop fighters and 
the new jet generation which was taking over world 
aviation. Richard J. Caruana takes a close look at 
the early marks of the Gloster Meteor with a 
promise to come back to the subject in the 
near future to feature later versions. 




E.28/39 venture into the air. While the 
former had the full potential of a twin- 
jet fighter, the latter could only be 
considered as a flying testbed for the 
Welland W.I. But by August of 1940. 
Gloster's chief designer. George Carter, 
had prepared a detailed layout of an 
eventual jet fighter. Having inspected 
Frank Whittle's jet engine company, 
and seen in detail the stage at which the 
gas turbine engine had progressed, he 
recommended the use of two engines in 
wing pods which could be easily

replaced without major structural 
surgery. 

The tricycle undercarriage of [he 
E. 28/3 9 had proved to be a happy 
choice and was retained while Carter 
suggested the use of high-mounted 
horizontal tail surfaces, again a choice 
dictated by the foreseen improvements 
in engine thrust. In November the Air 
Ministry issued specification F 9/40 



written around Gloster's suggestions 
for the project. The original call for six 
20mm cannon was later cut down to 
lour in order to save weight and not 
prejudice performance. 

Detail design studies continued 
throughout the following year after 
Gloster received an order from the 
Ministry of Aircraft Production for 12 
"Gloster Whittle Aeroplanes" 



(allocated serials DG202 to DG213 as 
development aircraft) on February 7. 

1941. The order specified the inlallation 
of two 1,400 Ih (630 kg) thrust Rover 
W2B turbojets together with the 
manufacture of jigs and tooling for 
production at the rate of 80 units per 
month. By May 1 942 the first prototype 
(DG202/G) was completed but was still 
awaiting the arrival of its engines. The 
first Rover W 2B/26 arrived on May 20 
and the second on June 9. However 
these fell short of the specified thrust 
providing only 1,000 lb (450 kg). They 
were installed but trials were restricted 
to taxiing. DG202 left Gloster's works 
at Bentham for Newmarket Heath on 
July 3, 1942, A week later taxiing trials 
commenced and, on the second high 
speed run. a short hop was achieved. 

Improving Thrust 

It was evident that F 9/40 could not fly 
with the Rover engines. The supply of 
Rover W 2/500s (which were to offer 
1.500 lb (675 kg) thrust was severely 
delayed and the alternative was the De 
Havilland (DH> Halford H.l initially 
rated around 1.600 lb (720 kg) but with 
a potential of 2.300 lb ( 1 ,045 kg). Two 
of these engines were installed in the 
fifth prototype, DG206/G. which was 
given priority on the production 
schedule to enable flight testing to start. 
For this purpose it was redesignated 
F.9/40H. The DH Halford H.l had a 
wider cross-section (15 inches - 38 cm) 
thus requiring wider nacelles. The 
wider centre section resulted in a longer 
span than that of DG202. By the end of 

1942, DG2067G was completed and the 
engines were in place in January.

Full owing extensive ground testing at 
Bentham. it was dismantled and 
transported to Cranwell. More ground 
running, and taxiing trials were 
conducted before the first flight was 
performed on 5 March, 1943. with 
Glostcr's Chiel" Test Pilot, Michael 
Daunt, at the controls. 

The first flight proved uneventful and 
the new aircraft handled beautifully. It 
was fell that the aircraft had to be 
moved for security reasons, though the 
site had to he somewhere close enough 
to Gloster's main works. Originally 
Morton Valance was chosen but 



expansion works on that aerodrome 
meant that Barford St John in 
Oxfordshire had to be used as an 
alternative, where DG202 and DG205 
were sent to he later joined by DG206 
which arrived from Newmarket Heath 
by air, thus performing the Meteor's 
first cross-country flight. 

The Meteor Prototypes 

Of the originally planned 1 2 prototypes 
only eight were eventually built. These 
were: 

■ DG202/G Already mentioned in some 
detail above. It was later lilted with 



Rover W.2B/23 engines and made its 
first flight on July 24, 1943. It became 
an instructional airframe as 578H and is 
now preserved at the RAF Museum in 
Hendon. 

•DG203/G Originally fitted and 
tested with 1.640 lb (738 kg) thrust 
Power Jets W.2/500s. it was later re- 
eugmed with 2.000 lb (900 kg) thrust W 
2/7QO& Became instructional airframe 
5938M. 

•DG204/G Reserved to flight test 
the ■ Metropolitan- Vickcrs axial flow 
turbo-jet engines. It was first fitted with 
1 ,900 lb (860 kg) thrust F 2s and made 
its first flight on September 13. 1943. It 
was later re-engined with 2,000 lb (900 
kg) F 3/ls. These engines were of a 
relatively narrow cross-section and 
instead of being mid-mounted as was 
usual practice they were underslung 
tinder the wings. 

• DG205/C Originally fitted with 
Rover W.2Bs. Later it was fitted with 
Rolls-Royce W 2B/23s of 1,600 lb (720 
kg) thrust and kept by this company for 
further engine trials, 

■DG2067G The first to fly and 
already described in detail above, 

• DG207/G Originallyfittedwiththe 
W 2B/37s and a pressure cabin. Was 
used for flat-sided rudder and airbrake 
test. 

Into Production 

Gloster Aircraft Ltd received an initial 
production order for 20 machines in 
September 1940. Originally named 
Thunderbolt". F Mk I production was 
going smoothly and at a good pace. 
However, in March 1942 the name was 
changed to "Meteor" to avoid confusion 
with the Republic P-47 to which the 
name •'Thunderbolt" had also been 
assigned. EE2I0 to EE229 were 
earmarked for the 1.700 lb (765 kg) 
Rolls Royce W 2B/23 as fitted to 
prototype DG205, and named Wei land 
Is. The first F Mk I EE210. flew on 
January 12, 1944 with Michael Daunt at 
the controls. It was dispatched to 
America in February in exchange for a 
Bell YP-59A Airacomet, the first 
example of which had flown on 
October 2. 1942. This Airacomet was 
tested alongside the Meteor at Morcton 
Valance for some months. Of the 
remaining nineteen Meteors in the pre- 



production batch, the RAF received 
EE213 m EE22 and EE224 to EE229. 
while some of the others were assigned 
for Turther trials; EE211/G had long 
chord nacelles. EE212/G had revised 
tail surfaces, EE2I5/G had re-heal on 
the Wellands. EE219 was fitted with 
au si Mary finlets on the tail plane, 
EE22I/G had W 27700 engines. EE224 
was converted to twin-seat 
configuration and EE227 was fitted 
with Trent turbo- props. 

The Meteor Airframe 

No innovative construction techniques 
were attempted in constructing the 
Meteor, to keep the airframe as simple 
as possible. It was designed in such a 
way that it could be buill in small 
sections in as many dispersed factories 
as possible. This also made it easily 
dismantled, transported, repaired or 
salvaged for spares. Since the 
construction of the Meteor remained

fairly unaltered throughout its career 
the following description serves most 
versions unless otherwise specified. 

Tin: Fu.sei.age: was built in three 
major sections, The first was the nose, 
comprising the cockpit section, 
armament and nosewheel gear. This 
section was formed out of two vertical 
webs and three bulkheads. The front 
bulkhead carried the nosewheel mount 
and hydraulics and served as the front 
wall of the cockpit pressure cabin 
(when installed). The rear bulkhead 
formed the rear wall and seal 
attachment and extended to just in front 
of the main spar, "ITic cockpil canopy 
was originally in three parts, fixed 
forward front and rear sections with an 
opening middle section which on the 
F.Mk 1 was hinged to starboard.

level. The whole front section was 
joined to the centre fuselage section 
through four longeron bolts. "Hie centre 
section housed the 300 gallon 1 1 3641) 
tank and carried the wing centre 
section, the front and rear spar 
bulkheads which formed the fore arid 
aft undercarriage bay walls. The wing 
section housed the main landing gear, 
the engines, flaps and air brakes. The 
top of the fuselage consisted of quickly 
detachable doors to give access to the 
main fuel tanks. 

The rear fuselage was a semi 
monocoque construction with hoop 
pressed light alloy frames and rolled 
stringers. The last two frames formed 
the basis of the lower fin to which the 
sailplane and top fin construction could 
be attached. 

The Wings: The main (centre- 
section) of the wing (an integral part of 
the centre fuselage section) was built on 
two spars spaced by six major ribs 
interspaced with lighter ribs and stress - 
skinned. Two main frames attached to 
the spars formed the engine mount. The 
rear spar was deepened at this section to 
take the engine tail pipe and the engine 
nacelle was built in such a way that the 
section between the spars and the intake 
lips could be completely detached 
giving excellent access to the engine. 
The main undercarriage legs and 
retracting gear were housed inboard of 
the nacelles between the spars. 
Perforated airbrakes were fitted on both 
tipper and lower surfaces hinged to the 
rear spar. The outer wing sections were 



of similar construction to the centre 
section and were joined at the two main 
spars. The wing lips were detachable. 

Of all-metal stressed skin 
construction, the top tail unit had a split 
rudder, the upper and lower halves being 
joined internally by a tubular spar. The 
elevators were similarly joined and all 
tail control surfaces had trim tabs. 

The Undercarriage: Dowly lever 
suspension units had proved themselves 



with mud guards. 

Fuel Tanks: all fuel was housed 
inside the two-cell fuselage self-sealing 
lank in the fuselage just aft of the 
cockpit rear bulkhead. No provision for 
internal wing tanks was ever made, but 
on later marks (Mk 4 onwards) 
underwing and underfuselage tanks 
were introduced.

running. Shell cases and links were 
ejected through holes in the 
underfuselage skin. A gun camera 
(cine) was a standard fit in the front 
nose section, thus the characteristic 
hole in the Meteor's nose. 

Other Details: Cabin pressure was 
supplied via the engine's compressor 
casings, joined with a non-return valve 
and then through a single pipe to the 
cockpit. A control valve on the last part 
of the pipe bled the air flow up to 7.000 
fi (2134m) and then progressively 
closed the air bleed up to the full cabin 
3 lb per sq in differential at 24,000 ft 
(7315m). 

A technical fault which dogged the 
earlier Meteors was the amount of dead 
weight which had to be carried in the 
nose and engine nacelle fronts in the 
form of ballast (modellers take heart I) 
since the elimination of the third pair of 
cannon on the early design created 
centre of gravity problems. On the 
Meteor F Mk 4 more than 1 ,000 (450 
kgs) of lead had ui be carried! The 
problem persisted until a 30 in (em) 
extension was fitted to the front 
fuselage to house a second seat in the 
T Mk 7.

excellent on the E.28/39 being strong 
yet compact in the retracted position. 
The stee table noscwheel had a visual 
lock down indicator in the form of a red 
rod which protuded in front of the 
windscreen apart from the normal 
electrical cockpit indicators. No such 
visual means were provided for the 
main gear as this was clearly visible 
from the cockpit once it was fully 
extended.

Gloster Meteor F.Mk.3 
(G 41C & D) 

The main deficiency of the otherwise 
advanced concept of this new jet fighter 
was still die comparatively low thrust of 
the Derwent engines and efforts 
continued relentlessly to improve the 
lurbojet's performance. By July 1945 
Rolls-Royce had taken over 
development of the Rover N.2B engine 
and produced the W.2B/37 Derwent f 
with a straight-through flow 
arrangement. Thrust increased to 
2 OOOlb (900kg) which meant a 
promising increase. 

With the availability of this engine, F 
Mk II development was abandoned in 
favour of a new Meteor, the F Mk 3 
embodying the Derwent in place of the 
Welland. Increased internal fuel 
capacity was also achieved while the 
Mk I style windshield was revised, 
influenced by studies conducted on a 
captured Focke-Wtilf Fw 190 especially

A general strengthen ing of the 
airframe and the introduction of slotted 
upper and lower wing airbrakes were 
amongst ihe other modifications, 
DG209. the last of the original 
prototypes, had flown with the Derwenl 
I (W.2B/37) on April 18. 1944. It 
cannot really be considered as a true 
Mk 3 prototype as none was considered 
necessary, the Mk !II being planned as 
;i Mk I modification. 

The firsl Mk 111 off I he production 
line [EE203) was completed by August. 

1944 being flown the following month. 
However the Derwenl was still not 
available, and the first batch of 
production Mk 3s was delivered with 
the old Well and Is. Derwenl-powered 
versions started with EE245. 

First deliveries of the F Mk 3 in 
December, 1944 went to N° 616 
Squadron. In January. 616 moved to 
Colerne. Wiltshire, which was to 
become the Meteor's first permanent 
base. This flight was soon sent on 
detachment to Melsbroek. in Belgium, 
within the 2nd Tactical Air Force (84th 
Group). The move was intended as an 
effective counter-measure to the 
Messerschniili Me 262 menace but the 
Meteor pilots were severely restricted 
in their flying, prohibiting them to cross 
over enemy lines so as not to risk this 
new British jet fighter falling into 
enemy hands. Thus jet-versus-jct 
combat was never realised before the 
end of World War Two. However, by 
March, offensive armed reconnaissance 
sweeps were initiated and on April 17, 

1945 N° 616 mounted the first jet 
ground-attack operations against 
ground targets near I jmuiden. 

In March, the rest of the Squadron 
joined the other Meteors already in 
Belgium and continued with ground- 
attack operations up to the end of the 
war, but never engaged Luftwaffe 
aircraft in combat. N° 616 was 



disbanded soon after the war (August 
29. 1945) at Lubeck. Germany. 

504 was the second Meteor 
Squadron to receive the Mk 3. In 
January 1945 six pilots, then flying 
Spitfires Mk [X. were posted for jet 
conversion. By the end of March, the 
Spitfires were relinquished and the

Squadron joined 616 at Colerne. On 
the Augusl 10, N° 504 was disbanded, 
its aircraft and most of its personnel 
going lo N" 245 Squadron. The third 
RAF unit at Colerne to equip with 
Meteors was N° 74, This squadron 
survived Ihe disbandment of the firsl jel 
fighter wing of ihe RAF and in October 
of 1 946 became permanently based at 
Horsham St Faith. Together with N° 
245 it eventually formed the firsl jel 
Fighter Wing of RAF Fighter 
Command in UK. 

N° 263 received its first Meteor F.Mk 
3 in September, 1945 when it was 
reformed at Acklington. moving soon 
afterwards to Church Fenton. 1946 saw 
another move lo Horsham St Faith in 
September where it exchanged its F.3s 
forF.4sin 1948. 

In October 1 945 it was the turn of N° 
222 to equip with the FMk 3 at

Gloster Meteor F.Mk 4 
(C.41F) 

The introduction of ihe increased -thrust 
Derwenl 1 s on the F Mk 3 was not to be 
as smooth a transition as originally 
intended. In fad, the increased thrusi 
pushed the airframe into compress- 
ibility problems: extensive wind tunnel 
tesliug suggested that ihe nacelle design 
needed extensive revision with Ihe 
optimum requirement resulting in a 
much larger unit The last 30 examples 
of the F Mk 3 were, therefore, 
converted to lake Ihe longer nacelles 
before being issued. This was found to 



have cured the malaise and the long- 
chord nacelles became a permanent 
feature on all subsequent marks. 

Rolls-Royce scaled down the Netie 
and produced the Derwent 5 with a 
thrust of 3,5001b {1575kg), The Meicor 
F Mk 4 was bom with this engine as 
EE360. flying for the first time in July, 
1 945 resulting in a spectacular jump in 
performance; 585mph (940knVhi al sea 
level with a climb to 40,000 ft 
( 1 2,200m) of 8 minutes. Other 
improvements included the fully 
operational pressurised cockpit and 
external (under-wing and under- 
fuselage) fuel lanks. 

The clipped wings of the F Mk 4 
came quite by accident, when an 
example broke up in the air. After an 
intensive investigation the aircraft's 
wingspan was reduced by 5fl Klin 
(178cm) to lessen siress on Ihe centre- 
seclion spars. The earlier-slyle wings on 
some of the Mk 4s which had already 
been delivered were all exchanged Tor 
the short-span versions. 

Exports 

The export potential of such a 
revolulionary aircraft as the Meteor 
was not neglected by Glosters who 
could boast of Ihe mosi highly 
developed jet fighter then in existence. 
The first foreign buyer was Argentina 
in May, 1947, with an order for 100 
examples serial led 1-001 to 1-100. The 
first 68 of Ihis order w-ere taken from 
airframes already allocated for Ihe 
RAF. with the remainder being 
specially built. These aircraft were 
blooded in ihe 1955 revolution. 
Eventually ihey were re-serialled C- 
001 to C- 100 and were operated by I. 
II and III Giuppos de Ca/.a, VII 
Brigada Aerea with the last machine 
being struck off service in August, 
1 97 1 . At least one example. !-04 1 (ex 
F.F5K6), is preserved- 

In June. 1947, the Royal Netherlands 
Air Force ordered its first batch of five 
F 4s. Eventual orders were to lotal 60 
examples and were operated hy 322, 
323. 326. 327 and 328 Squadrons 
(RNAF) at Lecnwarden and 
Soesteberg. Belgium followed in 1949 
with an order for 48 machines (EF- 1 to 
EF-48) which went to 349 and 310 
Squadrons (BAF). These were 
withdrawn in 1957. 

Denmark ordered 20 F.4s in 1957 
(D.46I to D.480). allocated to die Third 
Air Flotilla (Naval Service), later 723 
Squadron (RDAF). Egypt had to wait 
For an arms embargo to be lifted before 
it took delivery of 12 Meteors (starling 
October 1949) serialled 1401 to 1412. 

France received two interest ing 
Meieors. the first being EE523 from the 
RAF High Speed Flight, re-registered 
F-WEPQ (later F-BEPQ) in 1948, 
RA491. the Avon and Atar lesl aircraft 
was also sent to France in 1952 
convened to Atar engines and lilted 
with a Mk 8-style nose seciion.

Looking at some pictures of 
a maritime patrol Lancaster 
in the Vol 1, No, 11 issue, 
inspired me to search 
through the kit pile and 
dig out a I /72nd scale Matchbox 
B Mk I/Ill that had been in storage 
for ages. Having made a Halifax in 
Bomber Command colours some 
time before the thought of yet more 
Dark Grccn/Harth had not inspired me 
any further but here was the answer, 

Fortunately, this kit has the option to 
delete the dorsal turret and 
incorporates the underbelly radar 
housing and this leaves only minor 
modifications to model a GR.3. 
The Rolls Royce Merlin 224s 
require 'hedgehog' type 
exhausts and these are all 
available from the Aeroclub 
range of white metal accessories. All of 
the decals come from the Modeldecal 
range and all of the fuselage window 
additions were accomplished with 
Humbrol Clearrix, 

When "Lease Lend' ended many of 
the aircraft operated by Coastal 



Command had to be returned to the 
United States and so the departing 
Hudsons and Liberators left large gaps 
in the squadrons. While it was true that 
less aircraft were needed for Coastal 
Command, the Neptune and 
Shackleton were a long way off and all 
Lincolns were going to Bomber 
Command. Surplus Lancasters were 
the obvious choice and so, late in 1945, 
the first B.III Lancasters were 
converted by Cuiilirr'e Owen to become 
A.S.R. types and these also featured a 
lifeboat carried in the bomb bay recess. 
All guns were progressively deleted 
from the turrets and later even the 
lifeboats were not carried. 

The colour scheme is a real treat for 
this type of Lancaster, being Ocean 
Grey on the top sides and white overall 
apart from this, with grey spinners. The 
machine that I chose to model is a GR.3 
that operated with 203 Squadron from 
St Eval, Cornwall from 1947 to 1953; 
namely, RF31K, which was coded 'CJ- 
B' and soldiered on until being sold for 
scrap in September, 1956. 

While the Matchbox kit is now a bit 
of a rarity the recently released Airfix 
Dambusler version offers some scope 
for this kind of conversion, an 
altogether welcome change from how 
we nearly always picture a "Lane". 

The Kit 

The Matchbox kit is of conventional 
construction with an optional bulged 
bumb bay and dorsal turret. The 
surface detail consists of faintly raised 




panel lines instead of rivets and the 
overall shape captures the look of the 
aircraft quite well. The fuselage plug 
for the dorsal turret was the only 
component that required some filing to 
fit and only reasonable amounts of 
filler are needed on the rest of the 
minor joint lines. 

Fuselage 

Before joining the two halves some 
changes are required to the fuselage 
windows and all are easily done. Firstly, 
there are two windows just behind and 
below the cockpit canopy atid on the 
GR.3 the smaller and most forward of 



the two should be deleted. This window 
layout is duplicated on both sides of the 
fuselage and should be blanked off with 
plasticard on the interior side. 

When the blanking panels were set 1 
simply filled the outer surface with 
Squadron White Stuff and sanded 
smooth when set hard. The other 
changes involve cutting some new 
windows toward the rear of the 
fuselage. On the starboard side of the 
aircraft there is a crew access door and 
this requires a square frame window to 
be installed. Having established the 
centre point I drilled out as much 
plastic as possible and then cleaned the 




remaining plastic away with the tip of 
an X-aeto knife to form the square. 
This was sanded and the aperture filled 
with Clcarilx. 

Likewise on the port side of the 
aircraft and just forward of the tail 
plane another window was installed by 
the same method. The position of this 
one can best be seen from the 
photograph. A centre frame is also 
required on this window and this was 
made from a piece of microstrip. 

The flight deck area has to be 
constructed and installed as usual at 
this stage and all visible part's of the 
fuselage were painted in light green. 
Both turrets, front and rear, were 
assembled without the guns and 
installed in one fuselage half. With all 
interior components and windows set 
firm the two halves were joined and 
held with elastic bands for at least 24 
hours. On the Matchbox kit the nose 
section, selected bomb bay, radar 
housing and dorsal turret plug can all 
be added after the main component 
halves arc joined.

Once the main wing halves are joined 
together and set die wing tips can be 
modified with a razor saw so that 
navigation lights can be depicted, again 
using Clearfix. The two quadrants on 
each wing tip are well depicted in any

set of Lancaster plans and alternatively 
can be modelled in clear plastic and 
shaped, then polished until clear. 

It is easier to modify the engine 
nacelles before fixing to the wings and 
again the best way to do this is to 
remove the old shruud exhausts with a 
razor saw, Once the apertures have been 
cleaned up with fine grade sanding 
paper the Aeroclnb castings can be put 
in place. I put all eight in place from the 
outside by filling the apertures with 
superglue and then pushing the units 
home leaving just enough of the stub 
exhausts on view. Alternatively they 
could be positioned before the nacelle 
halves are joined so ii is up to personal 
preference. The tailplane can be fitted at 
virtually any stage. 

I had decided from the outset to 
model this Lancaster to incorporate a 
display stand so the undercarriage was 
deleted and doors cemented shut on the 
two inboard nacelles. This also meant 
thai the propeller blades had to go and 
so 1 bianked off the gaps in the spinners 
with tine plasticard and filled in with 
Squadron White Stuff. 

In addition to this the Lancaster has 
a large clear cockpit canopy and would, 
I thought, look pretty bare without 
some "crew'. Most pilot figures that are 
supplied in kits are pretty awful and so 
I modified some figures from the 
Airfix Emergency RAF set and put 
them in the cockpit. 

The main wings to fuselage joints 
were a bit loose but these were 



stabilised by inserting small sections of 
plasticard and using Superglue to 
create firm joints. Once the wings were 
dry I completed the filling and sanding 
of the engine nacelles and any other 
visible joint lines. 

Painting 

This could all be left until this stage but 
I nearly always paint my models as 
construction progresses. In this case it is 
easier to get a nice straight line on the 
top grey/white fuselage decking before 
the wings go on by using a strip of 
sellotapc or similar for the demarcation 
line. The wing halves and tail plane 
components were all prcpainted and 
despite later filling and sanding I find 
this method works the best. 

Gloss White was used for the bulk of 
the model and Xtracolor X6 (RAF 
Ocean Grey) for the topsides. Both 
were thinned and applied with a brush 
which I generally find better when 
painting in stages. 

Once all die paint is thoroughly dry 
some of the panel lines can be 
accentuated by very gently rubbing 
with very fine grade sanding paper. 
Most of the kit is moulded in black 
plastic and the treatment gives the 
model a wom appearance, especially 
around the engine nacelles. 

Transparencies 

The cockpit canopy frames are best 
painted before the canopy is put in 
position and while that was drying the

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final detail in the cockpit was 
completed. The fuselage coaming 
behind the pilot's seat was painted matt 
dark grey and the crew and interior 
given a light coat of matt varnish. 

The rinse and tail gun turrets bnth 
had the gun apertures tilled with yet 
more Clearfix and the frames painted in 
white when all of this was dry, Finally, 
the bomb aimer's chin was put in place 
- the distinctive bit of glazing just 
below and in front of the nose turret. 



Decals and Details 

The roundels all came from a Blue 
Rider sheet while the fin Hashes arc 
from the kit but with a widened central 
white strip. The codes and underwing 
serials (RF3I8) all came from the 
Modeldecal range and printed in black. 
The fuselage codes therefore had to be 
overpaintesd in grey. All other stencil 
marks are from the kit decal sheet. 

Next the areas around and behind 
the exhaust stubs were lightly streaked 



with matt black and two small aerials 
were placed just behind the forward 
turret, one on each side. Finally, the tail 
wheel was put in place. 

The entire model was coated in 
Xtraeolor matt varnish (XDFF) and all 
allowed to dry thoroughly, The display 
stand is a simple home made effort that 
1 described in the V-Bomber article in 
the November 1995 issue of this 
magazine. 

As I mentioned at the outset this is a 
pleasant conversion for the Lancaster 
and is a very easy way to start 
customising your own models if you 
are a newcomer to the hobby. 1 was 
fortunate that I had a photo of this 
machine to refer tu but it differs very 



little from RE 158 featured in the 
December 1995 issue. The only items 
to buy are the exhaust stub units from 
Aeroclub. catalogue number V040 
(two sets required) and suitable decais 
to make up the codes and serials. 
Modeidecal are usually the best bet in 
this, l/72nd scale, 

I shall build another GR.3 but next 
time use the Airfk Dambuster kit as 
the basis and model it with the wheels 
down, flaps down and open up all the 
doors and hatches. Try one. with all 
these models of the Shacklcton 
appearing we should all really have a 
model of its grandad!

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Colour Notel 

The interior of the MiG-iS is 
usually listed as grey although Ihe 
recent refurbishment of the interior 
of the license-built LIM-2 by the 
RAF Museum shows that the 
colour is blue/grey. The scat and 
headrest are a darker grey (similar 
to Slate Grey I and the tiring 
handles on each side of the seat are 
red. The instrument panel is blaek 
(semi-gloss) and the Individual 
instruments have white numerals 
and pointers to each dial face. The 
control column is black with a dull 
black grip and a red trigger. The 
throttle lever on the port side has a 
yellow grip (lighten Revel I 16 
Sandy Yellow), all the other levers 
on that console are black. The ring- 
pulls on the front side of each

console are red as are the two small buttons above the loop on the 
port side console. The gunsight is mounted on a blue coloured 
mount which approximates Revell 15 ( Ultramarine). The linkage 
lli ihu base of the control column and lhai near each rudder pedal 
is again in this blue colour. Many MiG-l>\ had an anti-dazzle 
curtain above the instrument panel. This is usually linen coloured 
ttith lighter edging. The seat straps are a beige colour with black 
stitching and aluminium buckles etc. The oxygen regulator on (he 
port sidewall is black. The radio equipment hoses on the starboard 
sidewall are also black. All of the Switches seem lo be bare metal 
as are the rail and lateh for the canopy. 
The undercarriage bays are a greenish grey (close to Revell 67 ) 
and Ihe same applies to each oloe leg and the front panels of the 
nose wheel doors. Surprisingly Uie back section of the nose wheel 
well is natural metal. The hubs are green and the lyres have a faint 
bluey tint lo them. The interior of the air brakes is a dull metal 
colour and each actuating ram is dull gunmetal. All Ihe pipework 
within the speed brake interior is natural metal with red. yellow 
and green bands around each pipe every so often. 
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immediately following the end of 
WW I. the Commonwealth of 
Australia looked to the 
establishment of its own air force 
at home. Britain made an imperial 
Gift of 124 aircraft and a 
substantial quantity of dope during 
1919. The Australian Air Force 
was formally created in March 
1921, and became the. Royui 
Australian Air Force about three 
months later. Being a pan of the 
British Empire defence network, it 
was predominantly RAF materials, 
methods and practices that were 
adopted, at least initially.

The First Colour 
Schemes 

Those first aircraft acquired by the 
then Australian Air Corps mostly 
wore P.C.10 dark brown (called 
"Khaki") coloured dope on all upper 
and side surfaces ( with the exception 
of some overall clear doped Avro 
504Ks>. Undersides of P.C.IO 
finished aircraft were clear doped. 
The plywood panels of DH.9s and 
DH.9As were grey. By 1 92 J 
the majority of aircraft 
issued to units had to be 
declared unserviceable 
pending thorough 
overhaul and renewal 
of their fabric 
coverings. Apparently 
the stocks of 
Imperial Gift P.CIO 
dope were found to 
become useless 
after some time, 
and efforts to 
reconstitute it 
were 

unsuccessful. 
Domestic 

sourcing of appropriate aircraft 
finishes was a matter of some 
priority and was undertaken by the 
Munitions Supply Board. 
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SFJA A2-16ofNo.l Sqdn. as seen some time 
between 1925 and I92R in the V.84 aluminium- 
pigmented finish which was much better suited to 

the Australian climate. Roundels were always 
repainted same size and same location as before. 
The RAAF received thirty-jive examples of this 
type, which sen'ed until 192H when replaced b\ 
the Bulldog. 




National Insignia 

The application of national insignia 
roundels and rudder stripes followed 



standard RAF practice in positioning, 
size and proportions. Roundels on the 
dark P.C.IO coloured aircraft had a 
thin white outline. It should be noted 
that roundels on some of the first 
aircraft to be given overall 'silver' 
finished continued to have this thin 
white outline. A thin white roundel 
outline also continued to he a 
Supermarine "house style' right 
through to the prototype Spitfire, and 
was to be seen on the RAAFs 
Southampton and Seagull His and 
Vs. along with similarly white 
outlined serials. Photographic 
evidence suggests that those white 
outlines were not reapplied when 
Seagulls were repainted. 

The RAF specified a reversal of the 
order of its rudder stripe colours in 
August 1930: red was now to be the 
leading colour, followed by white and 
then blue at the trailing edge. In late 
October RAAF HQ Routine Orders 
announced this change, stating that 
"Units are to carry out the conversion 
as opportunity offers, but all aircraft 
must hear reversed colour marks (sic) 
by 1st January 1931". 

Serials 

It has bee it suggested more than once 
that the 'A' prefix to all Australian 
military aircraft serials stands for 
'Australia', just as the 'NZ' prefix to 
RNZAF serials stands for "New 
Zealand*, That is not so. Rather it 
derives (mm a stores classification 
system in which alphabetical prefixes 
indicate various categories of 
equipment: 

A = Aircraft 
B = Engines 
C = Motor transport 
D = Hand tools 
E - Armament 
F = Photographic equipment 
G = Nuts, holts and screws 

The first series of 'A' prefixes 
contained the aircraft of the 1920s . 
numbering only twelve types... 

Al: DH9A 
A2: SE5A 
A3: Avro 504K. 
A4: Sopwith Pup 
A5: Weslland Wapiti 
A6: DH9 
A7: DHoO Moth 
A8: DH50A 

A9: Supermarine Seagull 111 
A 10: Fairey HID 
All: Supermarine Southampton 
AI2: Bristol Bulldog 

The second series was started in 
1935. but more of that later. 

As early as June 1 9 1 8 the RAN had 
been entertaining serious hopes for 
the creation of a separate naval air 
service. The navy's first three HID 
seaplanes (at least! bore the serials 
ANA-1 to ANA-3. The prefix letters 
stood for 'Australian Naval Aviation'. 
But the government had already 
announced its decision that there 
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would be just one air force, controlled 
by a board which included naval and 
army members and in due course the 
presumptuous serial was expunged. 

Serials appear frequently, but nol 
always, to have been applied a little 
larger in size than regular RAF 
practice. They varied in style and 
were frequently placed a little further 
forward. approximately midway 
between the Sailplane's leading edge 
and the rim of the roundel. Serials

finish used for this purpose as RAAF 
Southampton and Seagull III flying 
boats, with wooden hulls varnished to 
a g lossy, rich red- brown appearance, 
appear in all photos wearing gloss 
white hull bottoms.

Through the late 1930s, serials 
were not repealed on the rudders of 
RAAF aircraft, nor were they worn on 
the undersides of the lower wings as 
they had been on RAF aircraft from 
1927 (and even earlier in the case of 
Avro 504s).

Until 1927. what was believed to 
have been an ami-fouling finish called 
"Paint.

Nothing is 
known to this writer 
about the colour or 
applications of that 
preparation. In 1931. US paint 
manufacturer Sherwin 
Williams produced "Enamel. White. 
Marine, for floats and hulls", which 
was adopted by the RAAF. 13 ut there 
must have been an earlier while 




which had first been diluted wiih 
white spirit. The colour of that topcoat 
been ihe subject of some 
discussion over the years, including 
reports of grey (ihe primer?) and light 
blue. That the regular finish was 
Aluminium seems to be supported by 
the visual evidence of photographs. 
Wings and tail surfaces were finished 
Aluminium. Later, of course, these 
aircraft were camouflaged.

Colour Discussion 

V.84 (.'V stands for cellulose 
varnish).

Its excellent beat reflecting properties 
were already known in 1915, but the 
need for a low visibility finish to 
improve concealment on the ground 



meant that its use was set aside in 
favour of P.C.I 0 and P.C.12. 

P.C.12 ('PC stands for -Protective 
Covering - ). 

Experimentation carried out 
between 1913 and 1915 showed this 
formula could provide a good 
compromise between shielding fabric

coverings from rot-producing ultra 
violet rays (a kind of brushed on 
shadow) whilst not absorbing an 
unacceptable amount of fabric 
slackening heal. The essential Spanish 
sourced colour dye in the mix 
produced a colour that has been 



be suitable for a tropical climate, 
consisting of '...four coats of A-M.A. 
dope followed by two coats of P.C.12 
and two coats of V.84 on the 
uppersurf aces'. This is interesting, 
based as it is upon conclusions drawn 
from the 1913-1915 experiments. 
Unfortunately there is no evidence to 
hand that this visually interesting 
scheme was actually applied. 
Somewhere along the way a decision 
had been made to apply V84 as an 
overall finish, making the Australian 
Fairey HIDs some of the lirsl 'silver* 
service aircraft of either the RAF or 



the RAAF. It would seem that the 
Australian Navy had extensive 
discussions with Faircj and Cellon 
regarding the value of an overall V.84 
finish. These discussions are believed 
to have also contributed to the Air 
Ministry's thinking on the matter, 

P.C.IO was a cheaper compromise 
mix that also had the virtue of 
providing some camouflage effect. 
There can be much discussion 
nowadays about the colour of 
P.C.IO. Modellers concerned for 
colour exactness must remind 
themselves the expression 'P.C.IO' 
indicated a particular mix of certain 
ingredients, it was not the name of a 
specific colour. The colour was 
produced by the use of ochre 
darkened with a little lamp black, 
We have it on good authority the 
pigmenting ingredients initially 
(I9Ifi) used an orangish yellow 
ochre which produced a slightly 
greenish dark khaki appearance once 
applied, but by 1918 a red-brown 
ochre was being used which 
produced a darker, brown 
appearance. And it would seem the 
colouration of postwar PC. 1 0 was 
darker still, like BS.38 1 C colour 499 
Service Brown. An FS. colour match 
for this would sit midway between 
30097 and 3004(1 rendered glossy.

Latest In Action' 
| Title 

The latest in the long running 'In 
Action' series of monographs from 
Squadron/Signal Publications is on the 
HU-I6 Albatross. 




The fide comes in the usual format of 
fifty pages in landscape format. The 
cover and centre page insert are in 
colour, all the rest are in black and 
white. The title looks at the 
development, production and oper- 
ational use of the type, which is the 
usual format of all the titles in the series. 
The text begins with a look at the earlier 
Grumman types such as the Goose and 
then there is a little mention of the 
XJR2F-1 Pelican. The development of 
the type starts with the SA-16A, 
moving on from SA-16A (HU-16A), 
SA-16B (HU-16BI, HU-lnB/ASW. 
HU-16B/R-I820-82 and HU-16B 
Triphibian, Each of these types is also 
shown in black and white side views on 
the initial page. Nice detail sketches of 
details such as the JATO pods, landing 
gear and sea rescue platform arc 
included. The use of sketches also 
extends to side views to illustrate the 
differences between each type. 

The centre page insert is in colour 
and it consists of ten side views of 
various types. These include an early 
SA-16A, an SAC and 354th TFW IIU- 
16B. a two naval HU-16C (one being 
operated by the Naval Mission in Peru), 
a US Coast Guard HU-16E, an HU- 
I nB used for ASR missions and piloted 
by Pan Am crews who were USAF 
Reservists, a Chinese Nationalist Air 
force HU-I6A and a Spanish AF HU- 
16B/ASW . 

The latter sections of the title look at 
the operational use of the type and 
foreign countries who operated the 
Albatross. The last section looks at a 
one-off HU-16 in the form of the 
radically modified Shin Meiwa 
Industries UF-XS test bed. This 
machine was used to test most of the 
radical designs incorporated in the Shin 
Meiwa PS-1 patrol boat and all I can 
say is ' when will someone produce a 

conversion for this machine lovely!' 

Overall this is another excellent one- 
point reference source for the type. 
Although a book of fifty pages can in 
no way look in detail at the Albatross, 
this title goes a long way to showing 
you all the vital information. It is a title 



I can recommend to all and for £7.99 it 
is well worth adding to anyones book 
collection.

Warbird Profiles 
by Aries 

The name of Aries Publications may be 
new to many of you but I am sure that 
there are a few who remember a while 
ago that a new monograph on the A-26 
Invader was listed by this company. 
This title has been around for a while 
now and it is well worth having, 
Recently the team at Aries have put 
together another title, this time all about 
the TBF/TBM Avenger and both of 
these titles made their way to us in the 
editorial office and most impressive 
they are too.

Starting with Warbird Profile No. I. 
which is on the A-26 B/C Invader, the 
book is in the familiar Squadron *tn 
Action* format of a laminated cover, 
landscape format title. Here the 
similarity ends however, as this 
monograph is forty pages thick and full 
colour throughout. What the title 
basically does is take a look at a 
preserved example/s and mix this with 
original photos and manual 
illustrations. In the A-26 title the 
preserved examples arc at Canadian 
Warplane Heritage and the USAF 
Museum at Wright- Patterson. The title 
does not use a mass of text and in many 
ways it is similar in layout to Japanese 
titles such as Model Art and Aero 
Detail. The aircraft are covered, 
photographically, from front to back. 
Looking in every nook and cranny and 



on top of all that there are a wealth of 
clear black and white illustrations 
straight out of the workshop manuals. 

The centre pages include a full set of 
l/72nd scale views of the Invader and 
these are supplemented on the back 
page by a selection of views of early (R) 
gun or late (6) gun noses. This really is 
a superb title and one which is a must 
for all modellers as well as well worth 
consideration by any aviation historian. 
The amount and depth of information 
and the fact that it is in an easily 
digestible format (namely pictures!) 
will certainly make this a title for 
anyone to enjoy. 

Having gone oh! and ah! over the 
previous title it was no surprise to find 
that, the second Warbird Profile was 
just as good. The format is unchanged 
from the Invader title and the cover 
includes the excellent painting by 
Robert Taylor of Lt. George Bush's 
Avenger over San Jacinto. 

This title uses just one preserved 
example, namely the BM-3 at the 
National Museum of Naval Aviation at 
Pensaeola, Florida. The title starts with 
lots of photos and period illustrations of 
the Wright R-2600-20 engine of the 
type. This is followed by a look at the 
cockpit canopy, ammo boxes and pilot's 
seat, instrument panels, cockpit interior 
and gunners position. The book then 
spends quite a while in the guts of the 
Avenger with lots more photographs 
and period illustrations. .The centre 
pages are once again scale plans but due 
to an error in printing these are not true 
to scale (we know how that feels - Ed!) 
and so a loose form included in the title 
allows you to order a replacement sent 
for just one IRC. 'I he later part of the 
title moves to the exterior of the type 
and then louks at the. bomb-bay area. 
Here period illustrations show you all 
the various ordnance loads the type 
could carry. The last sections of die 
bouk look at the undercarriage area and 
then gives side view illustrations of a 
Pacific or Atlantic theatre Avenger. 

Modellers will be pleased to hear that 
the last few pages are used to review all 
currently available kits of the Avenger, 
with the exception of the Accurate 
Miniatures example (it was not released 
at the time this title was compiled). 
Oncc again this is another superb title 
from Aries and considering it is only 
their second, all the more impressive.

3 New Polish 
| Monographs 

The company of AJ Press will be 
familiar to many of you as they produce 
excellent monograph titles on aircraft. 
This Polish company usually releases 
title in their natural language first and if 
it proves popular it is later translated 
into Bnglish. Three of the most recent 
titles have made their way to us 
courtesy of Books International and 
they cover a Polish, British and 
American type respectively. 
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Starting with the Polish type, this is 
the P7.I- P.23 "Karas'. The lille comes in 
the usual si x I y- tour page formal plus a 
full colour I am in ale J cover. The in side 
front cover has colour side views of five 
machines including two Rumanian and 
one captured hy (he Germans. The text 
itself is not much use to UK readers as 
it is in Polish, however l he photographs 
are well worth it. The book obviously 
follows the development and 
production of the type and there are lois 
of black and white photographs to help 
you along. There is a myriad of pictures 
showing [he type in operation with the 
Polish Air Force and it is amazing to 
see the number and diversity of the 
squadron insigtttas at this dme. As the 
text obviously goes through the fall of 
Poland the pictures stttrl to depict more 
and more crashed and smashed P.23's. 
The centre four pages are a separate full 
colour insert and these are covered in 
no fewer than sixteen aircraft in both 
side view and four view layouts. All of 
the squadron badges used by P.23 
squadrons are also included along the 
base of the centre pages and having just 
received the new deeal sheet for this 
type from Hit Kit (See last months decal 
reviewsl I can appreciate the colourful 
nature or the type. 

The latter section of the hook 
includes pictures of more crashed 
machines and then it moves onto the 
types use with other Air forces, such as 
Hungarian and Rumania, The last two 
sections of the book look at camouflage 
and markings and technical details. The 
marking information includes the 
correct style, size and position of the 
national insignia etc and this is 
followed by no less than live pages of 
l/72nd scale plans. Every type from the 
P.23/I prototype to the PZL P43B. 
These plans will be a real bonus to 
anyone making the Heller kit. The last 
section however is my favourite as it 
has loads of clear interior photographs 
and diagrams. Every inch of the interior 
is covered and these are backed up with 
two pages of huge (l/36th) scale 
cutaway drawings of the P23B. The 
inside back cover also has a smaller 
version of a 1/4 starboard rear view of 
the type which is also in cutaway form 
but also has the added benefit of full 
colour. 

What can 1 say about this title other 
than it" you like the subject matter do 
not be put off by the Polish text, buy it! 

Next comes the British type, and 
what a choice of subject, the Gloster 
Gladiiitor no less. 

The edition only has fifty-four 
pages plus the colour jacket this time, 
but it is still crammed with 
information. The inside front cover 
depicts four Gladiators in full colour 
and the text runs through the usual 
prototype-development -production 



format with lots or pictures to illustrate 
the facts. Five pages before the centre 
you are confronted with a superb 
collection of l/72nd scale plans of the 
type. These plans range from the 
Gloster SS.37 (Gladiator prototype) to 
the Finnish version with skis. The 
plans are divided into two pages of 
side views, two of plan views and one 
of front views, so you get a good 
selection. The centre pages are once 
again a colour insert and they contain 
eight colour side views, (including a 
captured example) plus two four view 
examples in the centre. These four- 
view sets deal with a Sea Gladiator 
(NN55I9) and a Mk II operated by 
Finland (GL-273), 

The text then goes on to deal with 
the types operation by many nations 
and this is followed by the technical 
section. Here you get lots of clear black 
& white interior shots of the 
Shuttle worth's example. All of it is of 
great use to the modeller and this is 
followed by some construction 
diagrams from Flight magazine and a 
l/36th scale cutaway side view and 
cockpit interior detail. The inside back 
cover offers lour more colour schemes 
and the outside back cover has a nice 
forced perspective view of the cockpit 
interior in full colour. 

Being someone who can appreciate 
the beauty and grace of the Gladiator 1 
for one am most impressed with this 
title. Don't be put off by Polish text as 
the artwork antl plans alone are worth 
the asking price. 

The last title is all about the tubby 
Republic Thunderbolt, an aircraft 
whose ample proportions mirror my 
own ever- increasing girth! The title 
really deals with not just the P-47 but 
the Seversky P-35, P-41 and P-43 all 
predecessors of the type. 

The format is the same as the other 
two and there are fifty- two pages in this 
edition. The inside front cover artwork 
depicts a Seversky 2PA-B3 in Japanese 
livery, a P-35 of the 31st PS. P-35A, 
EP-1 (Swedish). P-43A of the 1st PS 
and a P-43 A operated by the Chinese. 
The title once again follows the 
development and use of the P-35 thru 
47 lineage and it starts with a very sexy 
(whoop's a 'Mitcherism') SWV-3XAR 
float plane. The P-35 and later P-43A 
Lancer are then dealt with and there are 
lots of good black and white 
photographs to illustrate the text. The 
text then moves on to the P-47 and there 
are lots of pictures of the type from XP- 
47 A to the P-47N, There are also 
oddities like the ski equipped P-47G-1- 
CU. XP-47E and Allison powered 
XP-47Hand XP-47J. 

The centre spread is once again a 
colour insert and there are side views for 
six machines on the first and last pages 
with three and two-view schemes for a 



further three machines in the middle. 

At page thirty-five you will be 
confronted with the first of no less than 
thirteen pages of l/72nd scale plans! 
These plans deal with the type from the 
SEV-3 to the P-47C. Most are side 
views but three and four view s of the P- 
43A-1, P-47B and P-47C are also 
included. The last section of the tide 
looks at camouflage and markings for 
the type and the inside back and back 
covers contain colour side views for a 
further twelve machines. With the 
profusion of P-47 kits due in the next 
few months this title will be invaluable 
and till I can hope is that it may stimulate 
an injection moulding company to make 
a l/72nd and J/4Sth scale kit of the 
lovely little P-43 A Lancer. 

The P.23 and P-47 titles cost £7.99 
each whilst the Gladiator one is a little 
more at £8.99. Each title is most highly 
recommended and they were kindly 
supplied for review by Books 
International. The range is available 
from them or via specialist book shops 
and if you want to get in touch with

Brassey's Guide | 

If you have ever sat and wondered 
about any topic in relation to modem 
aviation then I am sure that a 
comprehensive one-point reference 
source would be high on the wants list. 
To that end Brassey's World Aircraft & 
Systems Directory 1 996/97 is just what 
you have been waiting for. 

This new comprehensive guide to 
all things to do with modern aviation is 
a mammoth information source. The 
lille is produced as a very large, very 
thick, hardback book measuring 
23.5cm x 3 1 em There are 672 pages 
and the topics covered ate broken 
down into sub- headings. These sub- 
heading categories are: 

Combat Aircraft; Reconnaissance. 
Electronic and Special Mission 
Aircraft: Airliners, Freighters & 
Tankers; Helicopters & Autogyros; 
General Aviation (business, 
agricultural, light transport, piton- 
engine training aircraft); 
Recreational Aircraft: Gliders & 
Motorgliders: Buoyant Aircraft 
(airships); Engines (civil and 
military); Missiles: Airborne Radars; 
Airport Runway Bearing Systems, 

As they would say. 'I think that 
covers everything!'. The team which 
have put this title together are very well 
established in the aviation world nim 
former Assistant Editor of 'Jane's All 
the World's Aircraft'. Michael Taylor as 



Chief Editor. The end product is 
therefore a very concise (not in size!) 
volume which will be of use to aviation 
historians and modellers alike. 




Although modellers are not likely to 
be doing in depth research on 
recreational aircraft or aircraft bearing 
systems the title does contain a wealth 
of information thai is both narrative and 
illustrative. The narrative side is of 
course dimensions and specifications of 
all the current aircraft types and this 
also includes such useful inf ormation as 
the type of ejection seat fitted and the 
countries which use/used the type. 
Think about this in a modelling sense 
and you wilt see how useful dial sort of 
information on all cutrent types would 
be. The text is. of course, interspersed 
with pictures and some very useful 
sketches and works drawings. These 
sometimes include cockpit interiors and 
we all know how much modellers love 
cockpit interior detail! 

Overall this is the most 
comprehensive title you ate likely lo 
find anywhere and it is going to be very 
well thumbed here at Scale Aviation 
Modeller as I can already think of 
numerous occasions in the past where 1 
would have dearly loved to have had 
such a source. The only drawback to 
such a large and comprehensive title is 
the price, which is £65,00. 1 don't think 
many will be rushing out to buy a 
couple but when you think about the 
cost of all the information il contains in 
separate, specialist books. I am sure this 
new book would work out cheaper. 

If you want an 'ultimate' guide buy 
this one. if you can't think of a joint 
Christmas and birthday present then 
here it is and if you just want a book 
which will be a superb guide to all your 
modern aviadon questions then you 
will not find a better one.

Have you ever worked feverishly on a model (ust to get fo where you must point those touchy canopies and said, and now what? 

While we are aware that some of you wilt never change your old well Wed methods, we are offering the other modelers a simple, economical and fool proof 
option with frames and bits. Simply cut this sheet Into strips of the appropriate thickness and color ond apply mem as regular decals, As an extra bonus, the 
bottom layer of these sheets have been printed In the Interior color of the aircraft you ore modeling. It's that simple. 
Instructions #1 

1. Polish, trim and fit your canopy to the model. 2. Wash them well wtth water and soap. 3. Let air dry and carefully glue to your model using some kind of white glue. Make 
sure you don't have any glue smeara on the clear parts. Wipe them off with a damp tissue. 4. With a new #1 1 blade and a steel ruler, cut strips of the same 
thickness as need for your frames. A good divider Is very helpful for this operation. S. Cut a piece of the strip the approximate length you need and 
apply It as a regular decal. Use your Aero Set and Aero Sol as you always do. 4. When your decal has begun to settle down, using a sharp 
knife with a rocking motion as In the following drawing, trim to the exact length. Do not run your #t 1 blade along a wet decal or 
you will tear and deform It. 7. Work a frame al a time ond you will be amazed at how crisp and sharp they look. Try not to 
work on two adjacent frames after each other, and don't be afraid to overlap one strip with the other (after the first 
one Is dry). That Is the way they were. 6. After they are dry (at least 24 hours), with a soft damp cloth wipe 
the canopy dear of dacal glue and Set/Sol residue, I fyou want a duller finish, with a well thinned out 
dear flat finish and a good pointed brush, coat the frame. 9. Carfeully tack the 
comers with diluted white glue fo prevent lifting a year or two down the road.
